they let other people’s tastes and customs lead them and their budgets by the 
nose—because they don’t know what theyre missing by not being themselves. 
Jones-followers are people who have never taken time out to analyze their

f ever a couple was beset by the pitfalls of ostentation,

Actors had 
to impress not only producers and directors but other 
actors and fans as well. 

This was part of the game, part of the traditional 
glamour build-up. The Fondas owed it to their profession 
and public to build a movie-fan’s idea of a star’s home— 
two pools, a billiard room, a gardener’s cottage, a dormi- 
tory for the help, 15-foot gates, a half-mile driveway 
leading up to an ornate main house of 30 rooms. 

Eminently sensible people, the Fondas smiled tolerantly 
at such counsel.

They would live, they were determined, by their own

plan a home for themselves, but not for anyone else. 

Theirs is a New England type of farmhouse. Eloquently, 
it bespeaks their personality, their way of life. Both 
Fondas, Frances and Hank, are homespun. They come 
from pioneer rural stock, Canadian and Nebraskan. They 
like the clean, outdoor, wholesome American life—farms. 
earth, animals, simplicity. 

They throw no lavish parties. They are never seen in 
night clubs. They conduct no artistic salons. They dress 
simply in blue jeans, sport shirts, work shoes. They spend 
their vacations at home. They like the loamy feel of earth 
running through their fingers; they like to garden, to 
raise food, to listen to the ecstatic yelp of puppies. They 
like fires at night and good books and fine American 
paintings. 

Their children naturally follow suit. Eight-year-old 
Peter owns a dog, a chipmunk, a cat. Eleven-year-old 
Jane is in love with two burros. Sixteen-year-old Pan 
looks after her horse. 

Knowing all this, what type of house other than an 
honestly designed, workable farmhouse would be true 
to the Fondas’ way of life? That’s the question Frances 
and Hank asked themselves when they set out to build. 

Glittering facades, false fronts—what for? To over- 
awe movie fans, impress neighbors, maintain the Holly- 
wood tradition, keep up with the Joneses? 

No, there is only one formula for successful living in 
this life, and the Fondas knew it. Acquainted with the 
stage, they knew it well. For it was Shakespeare who put 
into the mouth of one of his characters, these unfor- 
gettable words: 

This above all: to thine own self be true, 
And it must follow, as the night the day, 


Thou canst not then be false to any man.

Take for example the manner in which the Fondas pur 
chased their land. From the time they were first married 
they planned on building a New England type of farmhouse 
somewhere in the Santa Monica hills overlooking the Pacific 

One autumn day in 1937 they found eight acres whicl 
suited them perfectly. Cautiously, they made inquiry of thé 
owners, the Mountain Park Land Company. “Sorry,” saic 
the company official, “but that land’s not for sale.” 

The Fondas were heartbroken—heartbroken but not hope 
less. If they kept after that hilltop and meadows long an¢ 


persistently enough they knew that one day they'd get them 
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But in the meantime they needed a house. They rented one, 
hen another. They even built a house, a small Cape Cod, to 
-xperiment with. but they were still in love with those eight 
acres and determined to buy them. 
Every chance they got, they would tramp across those 
eadows, picnic on those grounds, even though technically 
they were trespassing. The Fonda children grew up referring 
to the hilltop as “our property.” 

Finally, after four years, the company agreed to sell the 
land. The Fondas, by this time well-acquainted with its 


topography, its drainage, its assessed value, bought it. 


Now offhand one would think that their pent-up passion 
to own land and a farmhouse on it would have resulted in 
rapid, pell-mell house construction. But no! The Fondas 
were too wise for that. 

They didn’t build on their land for two years. First, they 
lived on it, camped on it. They drank in the views from every 
angle. They sailed kites on it. They recorded the directions 
of the wind currents. They studied the sun and how its rays 
affected the different sectors of the land. They made as 
thorough a survey of its future livability as was possible. 

After much trial and error, they picked out just the right 
spot for the swimming pool and said, “We'll have the pool 
here.” They found a flat piece of land where the wind was 
the weakest and said, “This would make a good spot for the

Before a single bag of cement was mixed, trees were moved lot of picnics and kite-flying took place on the spot where the 
unpretentious Fonda house now stands, and not only for fun.

tion, picnicked to learn the fall of sun rays. Only after two years

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(Continued from the preceding page) beauty, and utility 
was obtained from Nature, the earth, and its terrain. The 
Fondas wanted their farmhouse to fit the land and its flora. 

Most people build a house first and then call in a land- 
scaper man and say, “Make the land blend with our 
house.” The Fondas did it the right way; they built to 
fit the land. 

Their property burgeoning with trees and shrubs, they 
decided then that the acres were ripe for a home. Their 
next step was to obtain an architect. How does one go 
about finding the architect who is best for him? 

Here again, Frances and Hank discovered that there 
were no short-cuts. They drove around the countryside 
looking at dozens of homes. They stopped, rang doorbells, 
asked questions of the owners. They wrote down the name 
of every architect whose work they liked. They spoke to 
friends. They subscribed to eight different architectural 
magazines. They called on leading architects everywhere. 

“We knew,” says Frances Fonda, “that we’d have to 
work with an architect for many months. We wanted one 
who was talented and perceptive, perceptive enough to 
get a good working idea of our personality and to build 
a house which would reflect and typify it.” 


After six months of inquiry, study, and leg-work the 
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le most prospective home-builders, the Fondas did their 
eee 

} heavy landscape work before building. assuring their 
house an environment of full-grown plant life by the time it 
was completed. To be recommended only when you can be 


sure you'll have careful workmen and your planting is right. 
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Fondas decided to retain Kenneth Albright, an architect 
whose work in Southern California is well-known. 

In contrast to most prospective homeowners, the Fondas 
knew what they wanted in more than a general way. 
“What we want primarily, Mr. Albright,” Hank Fonda 
said, “is a farmhouse that looks old, a hundred years old. 
We don’t want a show place. We’re not out to impress 
anyone. The only people we want to impress are ourselves. 

“We've been living in a Cape Cod cottage because we’ve 
had to live somewhere. We’ve taken notes on its inconven- 
iences and we’re going to see that our past living pays off. 

“Over a period of years we've also collected pictures 
and suggestions which we think make for better living. 
Frances has them pasted in several scrapbooks. We'll 
go over them with you one by one. Please tell us which 
ones are dated, which ones we can profitably use, which 
ones we ought modify, and which ones we should abandon, 

“We have three children. We want each of them to 
have his own room. We also want a large family living 
room. Our dining room can be small because we never 
give dinner parties. We're rather particular about the 
design of the master bedroom suite. We want it to be a 
complete unit, as if the farmer who owns the house had 
built it for his wife and had then added the rest to it 
as the family grew. 

“So far as the kitchen is concerned we can depart from 
the farmhouse motif if you think that best, because we 
want the most modern kitchen we can get. We also want 
the best laundry and heating equipment available.” 

Albright took notes as the Fondas spoke. Over a period 
of weeks, he got to know them, to understand their simple 
likes and dislikes. 

In one of the many conferences he had with them, he 
offered a suggestion which they snapped up in record 
time. “I think it’s a good idea,” said Albright, “to hire 
an interior decorator before we have any interior at all.” 
The Fondas saw the wisdom in the plan and agreed. An 
interior decorator brought in now while the house was 
still in the changeable blueprint stage, would not only 
develop a better feel for the home but would have more 
time to search for its furnishings. 

Moreover, he could advise the architect and clients on 
such things as room size, interior finish, color schemes, 
paneling, and so forth. His continued presence would 
insure against post-completion tearing down of this wall, 
last-minute construction of that closet. He would be 
around during the course of construction to give advice 
and offer the benefits of his experience. 

The Fondas didn’t want to find themselves in the awk-

s any housewife will all-too-quickly testify, it 
takes a heap of- work to keep a home and 
family in good running order. In homes the 
size of the Fondas’ where the breadwinner is a 
movie star and the family interests are extensive, it 
usually calls for the services of a business manager, 
social secretary, housekeeper, and governess. 

These, according to Hollywood standards, are the 
prescribed personnel minima. But, as weve pre- 
viously pointed out, the Fondas have no intention of 
living by any standards but their own, And accord- 
ing to their set-up, the smooth functioning of the 
household is the direct responsibility of Frances 
Fonda. 

She fulfills that responsibility with a systematized 
efficiency which is at once both amazing and simple. 
As a result, the Fonda household seems singularly 
free of the perennial wifely complaint, “There’s 
always something to be done around here.” Instead, 
you get the feeling that “the something” has already 
been done. This is due entirely to Mrs. Fonda’s 
household wizardry. She is business manager, social 
secretary, housekeeper, and governess, all in one. 
She manages the diverse family real estate holdings 
(buildings, lots, theaters) ; she computes all the in- 
come taxes (each of the Fonda children files a re- 
turn) ; she pays all the bills; she supervises the house, 
the grounds, and the help. Hers is indeed a 24-hour- 
a-day job. 

How does one woman do all this and do it capably? 
The secret, Mrs. Fonda says, is simple. She uses 
tried and tested business techniques. 

For example, she buys every commodity the family 
uses in quantity, ie., one gross of shoe laces, one 
dozen boxes of tennis balls, five cords of wood in 
assorted sizes, six cases of canned soup—this is 


merely a small portion of one order. The reasons 
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for buying in bulk are, of course, well known: You 
save both time and money. 

Another valuable time-saver (if you use it cor- 
rectly) is the telephone. Here again Mrs. Fonda is 
a past master. Unlike most women, she never dallies 
over the wire. She gets to her office (it’s adjacent 
to her bedroom) no later than nine each morning. 
She is met there by Miss Myhre, a secretary who 
opens the mail. While Miss Myhre is doing this, 
Frances is on the phone, either ordering, checking 
a discrepancy in a bill, or seeking information from 
a broker on the current condition of the stock market, 

By the time she’s finished making the necessary 
phone calls, the secretary has the mail opened and 
ready for reading. Frances goes through the cor- 
respondence, dictates replies, pays the bills. If a 
dinner party is in the offing, she dictates the menu, 
the guest list, the kind of table linen to be used, the 
type of flower arrangement, etc. Miss Myhre types 
up the list and then gives it to Mrs. Fonda. 

From this prepared list, Frances then tours the 
house instructing the cook on what food to prepare, 
telling the gardener which flowers to cut, the maid 
which linen to use. 

As she walks through the house, she also notices, 
with the fine eye for detail she has, that the cigarette 
and candy boxes are nearly empty. She carries them 
into the pantry for an immediate refill. If she sees 
a brown leaf on one of the plants, she plucks it 
off at once. When the other indoor plants show 
that ragged, wearing look, off they go to the green- 
house for reconditioning. Frances Fonda’s entire 
managerial philosophy is embodied in one sentence: 
Do it now! 

In every house, however, there are some things 
which can’t be done immediately, at least by women.

Ihe lean-to behind the garage was originally de- 
signed to look like a decorative woodshed.

ll garages are traditional storage places and this 
A one is no exception. More planning and thought 
have gone into it than most. The available storage 
space is used for canned foods and the Permutit 
water softener—a necessity in the Los Angeles area.

Once they were married and had a home, their attitude 
changed. They wanted good paintings. They felt strongly 
that art should be an integral part of every home, that 
nothing could be more rewarding culturally to children 
than the influence of the fine arts. So they started to take 
their art gallery visits seriously, concentrating on the best 
ones. And they began to discover, among all the good 
paintings available, just which types they wanted for 
themselves. 

Their first buys were vividly realistic pictures by Luigi 
Lucioni, known as the “painter laureate” of Vermont. 


They were introduced to his work when they were visiting 
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his print collection represents first 
stages of the Fondas’ artistic growth.

By this time, Lucioni felt that he knew the Fondas well 
enough to say, “A frame is almost as important as the 
painting. Won't you let me frame this for you?” Lucioni’s 
offer taught the Fondas a major lesson—the importance 
of proper framing. No frame in the world can make a bad 
picture good, but the right frame can do as much to bring 
out the good qualities of a picture as the right dress can 
do for a woman—which is plenty. So the Lucioni farm 
scene, in an antique gold and blue frame picked by the 
artist, hangs in the living room directly above the sofa.

POOP LANTIING LOOK BETTER

ow many times have you visited a neighbor’s garden 

and heard the remark, “Well, it doesn’t look like 

much now, but you should have seen it last month when 

the poppies were in bloom’? This, alas, is all too true 

and brings home the sad fact that flowers are like the 

little girl who “when she was good, she was very, very 

good, and when she was bad, she was horrid.” The moral 

to this story is that if you want your garden to have inter- 
est. all the time, don’t depend on flowers alone. 

It is probably safe to say that no garden, however lovely, 
would not be improved by good architecture. Architectural 
details do not change with the seasons—they never go out 
of bloom but are always there to give interest and mean- 
ing to your garden design, even in the wintertime. These 
details may take the form of pools, of paving, of edgings, 
of steps, or of walls as shown here. 


Walls are more than barriers between you and the out- 





side world. Walls do more than mark the line where your 
land ends and your neighbor’s begins. They go hand in 
hand with the other basic elements of any successful 
garden—a well-designed plan and a pleasing pattern of 
color. Walls give you privacy, essential to everyone. Walls 
emphasize and carry out the basic lines of your garden 
design. Walls not only give your planting an added boost 
when it is at its height but actually provide the interest to 
carry you through off-seasons. 

There are countless ways to build walls, both high and 
low. Here, frosted glass panels relieve the brick wall and 
create a focal point to give special planting more im- 
portance. Other variations are shown below. Your prob- 
lem may dictate still another type to harmonize with the 
architecture of your house and the character of your 
garden.

ll problems in design involve prob- 
lems in spacing. This design prob- 
lem is more complex in a flower border 
because plants have different habits of 
erowth, and therefore spread at varying 
rates. So it takes special know-how to 
plan for and maintain good spacing from 
year to year. Even the original planting 
requires a special technique to avoid 
causing overcrowding or gaps and _ to 
achieve the easy grace of a community 
of plants comfortably adjusted to one 
another—co-operating instead of co- 
elbowing in the border. 

How do you achieve a permanently 
attractive, though constantly changing, 
border—not only when it is first planted 
but from year to year? 

The first step in establishing a pleas- 
ing sense of space is to recognize that, 
since herbaceous plants do not have a 
permanent structure and distinct indi- 
viduality of form, they should be used 
in drifts rather than as specimens. 

Therefore the drift (or grouping), 
not the individual plant, becomes the 
unit of planting. Consequently, it is im 


portant to have the shape of the drift 
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become apparent, rather than the shape 
of the individual plants in the border. 

To accomplish this, allow more space 
between drifts than between plants within 
any given drift. This gives form to the 
drift and eliminates an effect of over- 
crowding, even though the plants may be 
fairly close within the drift. If there is 
sufficient space between drifts, your 
planting will seldom look congested. 

Next consider the different rates of 
growth or spread of different types of 
plants. It is perhaps simplest to divide 
these into three groups: 

i. Plants which spread rapidly and 
need frequent dividing and replanting, 
preferably every year or at least every 
other year; e.g., most hardy asters, 
chrysanthemums, helenium, goldenrod, 
and rudbeckia. 

2. Plants which spread into clumps 
more slowly and need dividing, replant- 
ing. or replacing every 4 or 5 years 
columbine, delphinium, hemerocallis. 
phlox, iris, and plantainlily. 

*B. Plants which are best undisturbed 
for 8 or 10 years. These should not be

f you use oil to heat your home, or contemplate using it, 
the “shortages” in most sections of the country are of 
concern to you.

together in the original planting; 
e.g., peonies, bleedingheart, hel- 
lebores, Oriental poppy, and _ tri- 
toma. 

Each of these groups is handled 
differently in planning the border. 
Their choice affects maintenance 
and design. 

The first steps.in dealing with 
each of these groups is to decide 
upon and to outline the size and 
shape of the drift into which you 
intend to place the plants. Plants 
in each of the three groups are 
spaced differently within the drift. 
Individual plants in Group 1 are 
spaced closely within the drift. 
They are divided into single indi- 
vidual shoots in the spring and 
these individual shoots are spaced 
from six to ten inches apart within 
the drift. (See sketch page 83.) 
Then each year these should be qdi- 
vided and replanted, removing the 
surplus, to get the best results. 
If this is more work than you can 
manage, the plants will be reason- 
ably attractive if divided every 
other year. But to let them go 
longer than that means not only 
overcrowding but poor quality 
blooms:and impoverishment of the 
soil from such fast-growing plants. 
The replanting provides an oppor- 
tunity to thoroughly spade gener- 
ous quantities of fertilizer into the 
ground. 

Too often perennials in this 
class are grown in clumps or dense 
butiches of weak, spindly shoots 
instead of being planted and spaced 
out as described. This lumpiness— 


certainly *unattractive—is further 





accentuated by improper staking. 
Usually a string is looped around 
an overgrown clump and the clump 
tied to a stake. Plants that are 
spaced within the drift, as de- 
scribed above, usually develop 
strong enough individual stems to 
hold themselves up, especially in 
the case of the best improved va- 
rieties of border perennials. But, 
where necessary, the stalks can 
be individually staked and _ tied. 
Don’t tie them in clumps. 
MA\HE spacing within the drifts 
for plants in Group 2 varies 
slightly with the individual plant, 
as some tend to degenerate over a 


period of years and others grow 


into a solid, crowded mass that 
will respond to dividing. The thing 
to aim for is to space them in such 
a way that the whole drift will be

arrangement of all green material 
comes in handy all the year round. 
In winter, from the viewpoint of 
economy, green arrangements are a 
veritable life-saver. Foliage costs 
less and lasts longer than fresh 
flowers, and the sight of live green 
is almost as heartening as gay 
color, in contrast to the bleak out- 
of-doors. In summer, green arrange- 
ments not only last longer and are 
available to more people, but they 
look cooler and more refreshing 
than flowers. And they are useful 
during the inevitable hiatus be- 
tween the spring garden’s bounty 
and the first flowering of the an- 
nuals. But if you don’t want them to 
look like so much spinach you 
might as well learn how to do them 
well. They stand or fall according 
to whether or not they have design. 

So find a cool spot and stretch 
out on the chaise longue to peruse 
some of those books on flower ar- 
rangement which you have hitherto 
found unnecessary or boring. 

The books will tell you, to begin 
with, quite a bit about line. A defi- 
nite line structure, which is de- 
sirable in almost any arrangement, 
is essential to the success of a 
“oreen job.” It would be difficult to 
make an indeterminate mass of 
green look well without the interest 
of line and without some variation 
in the silhouette, which a good line 


structure is bound to give. 


LOWER show formulas for line 

arrangements are many, but most 
of them are based upon Japanese 
flower arrangement rules, centuries 
old. In Japanese “Ikebana” these 
rules are set forth in symbolic lan- 
guage which, translated into prac- 
tical terms, has an exact parallel in 
the universal principles of design. 
The Japanese speak of the central 
and principal line of an arrange- 
ment as the “heaven line,” calling 
the two lines next in importance, 
“man” and “earth,” assigning them 
each to appropriate levels. In de- 
sign we simply say that one line 
should dominate, and that subordi- 
nate lines should be of differing 
lengths to give variety. It amounts 
to the same thing, only our way of 
saying it is a little less romantic 
The tip of the 


heaven line, in Japanese arrange-

ment, must return to a point di- 
rectly above its base. Why? Be- 
cause thus it restores balance, 
another great necessity of design.

in the silhouette, which was origi- 
nally established by three simple 
lines and three levels. Study, too, 
what the books say about balance. 
A sense of stability is necessary for 
aesthetic satisfaction, 

You will find it much easier to 
work out these simple “exercises” 
with green material than with flow- 
ers. because the distraction of color 
will not confuse you so much. But 
in dealing with green material you 
will soon be conscious of the fact 
that color, even in a green arrange- 
ment, cannot be entirely forgotten 
or ignored. It is by studying the va- 
rious kinds of green and their effect 
on one another that you will get 
the best results. 


HANDFUL of green leaves. 
picked at random, will surprise 
you with the range of their color. 
Begin with the one that seems near- 
est to yellow and put them in a row, 
grading them through pure green 
to the one that is nearest to blue. 
Try using all the bluish greens in 
one arrangement and use the yellow 
greens in another, to maintain sim- 
plicity and clarity. Even in leaves 
of the same, or nearly the same, 
color, there will be differences in 
size and shape, and differences of 
texture. as well as differences of 
light and dark, of brightness or 
dullness, which give you plenty of 
opportunity for variety, despite the 
initial simplification.

Keep Crops Growing 
With A Minimum Of Effort 


ot July days are likely to temper 
li the gardener’s enthusiasm for 
work. It’s much more fun to swim 
in the cool, tree-shaded pool than to 
pull weeds which now grow with 
unbelievable speed. But if late sum- 
mer crops are to compare in quality 
with the asparagus, peas, tiny car- 
rots, baby beets, and beans already 
tucked 
weather or no—we must continue to 


away in the  freezer— 
weed, fertilize, water, and spray. 
To keep crops growing in hot 
weather (thereby insuring their 
tenderness), we have worked out a 
system which minimizes labor and 
really gets results. First, the rows 
are weeded, with care taken to press 
back into the soil any plants which 
weeding may have disturbed. Sec- 
ond, a band about an inch wide of 
commercial fertilizer (a 5-10-5 for- 
mula is good) is spread on both 
sides of the rows about two inches 
away from the plants. Three to five 
pounds of fertilizer to each 100- 
foot row is sufficient. With tomato 
plants, corn, or melons, we spread 
the fertilizer in a circle around the 
outside of the plants, taking care 
not to let any fall on the leaves. 
The rows are then cultivated and 
thoroughly saturated several inches 
deep with a Soil Soaker (a porous

There are many places where you 
can enjoy the distinctive quality of 
this lovely and civilized land, and 
continue the game of trying to an- 
alyze what constitutes good taste. 
There are museum towns _ like 
Rouen, sedate old-fashioned towns 
like Brant6me, ancient noble seats 
of local Parliaments like Aix, Mont- 
pellier, and Dijon. There are quaint 
villages which cling to the slopes 
of hills, spread out on plains or 
are scattered through valleys. Walls 
of the old buildings—pink, blue. 
brown, red, gray, white—may be of 
brick or stone or half timbered: the 
flat or sloping roofs of thatch, tile 
or slate.

If you stay a week or 
more in some small place, you 
can follow the successions of table 
d’hote menus and see for yourself 
how simple they can be. 


O BE sure France is still faced 
Tess certain shortages. Rolls and 
loaves are no longer white. The 
bread is dark and pastry is not 
of the prewar standard, However. 
the bread when toasted will pass 
muster. You should not expect 
breakfast foods or bacon, but you 
can probably get an egg. Orange 
juice is hard to come by, but to- 
mato juice will do just as well. 
Cream is scarce and milk is re- 
served for children.

for development in the petroleum 
fields, plus woefully inadequate oil 
transportation facilities, plus the 
unexpected increase in the use of 
new oil burners, and it totals up to 


a shortage. 


This business of estimating is, 


still more complicated. For at the 
refinery they have to guess how 
to split up each barrel of crude 
oil, how much to “crack” into oil 
for your oil burner, or into gaso- 
line, kerosene, oil for diesel motors, 


lubricating oils, ete. 


AST summer and fall they allo- 

cated 17.1% of each barrel of 
crude oil for the kind you burn. 
Had they made that 1.2% more. we 
would at least have started the win- 
ter with a normal inventory. But 
where would it have come from? 
Your gasoline supply? Diesels? In- 
dustries? It took close estimating. 
Too close. When the temperatures 
tumbled to zero and stayed there 
the ratio was increased. But not in 
time to get it where it was needed in 
a hurry, not with the inadequate 
transportation facilities available. 

Too, oil dealer A and oil dealer 
B were allotted fuel oil on the basis 
of their requirements of the year 
before. In the meantime, oil dealer 
A may have sold two hundred new 
customers. Dealer B sold none. But 
they both got the same allotments. 
It was pretty tough on Dealer A’s 
customers, 

Your demand for fuel oil has 
jumped 60% since before the war. 
The need for all kinds of oil is 
up one-third. Oil producers have 
lacked materials to increase their 
production, refining, and transpor- 
tation facilities to keep up with this

Is your garden suffering an August slump? You 
can avoid this, and have borders to beast 
about, now and always. The secret is 


in careful planning and well-timed erooming 
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f you live with your garden all spring, summer, 

and fall—as I do with my Syosset, New York, 
garden, shown here at three different bloom 
seasons—you have no doubt caught yourself apolo- 
sizing for it. Don’t feel discouraged; accept this 
as a challenge to keep your garden always pre- 
sentable. 

Nine cases out of ten, poor srooming is the 
reason you have to excuse your garden. You should 
tend your flower borders as regularly and carefully 
as you did your Victory garden. Then they will 
have no off-season. 

Years of experience with my own and with 
clients’ gardens have proved to me that cultivatirg 
about once a week (or oftener during dry spells) 
is as essential to flower borders as to a vegetable 
garden. In the end, this makes less work, not more. 
It keeps the majority of weeds from growing up,

Add window shades to your list of exciting decora- 
tive ingredients. After years of being 
looked at, but rarely seen, they’re 


catching the eye with their colorful designs 


indow shades do a year-round job of keeping your 

life private, shading you from sun and street lights, and 
even insulating your rooms. But up until now no one has ever 
given a window shade a second glance—because there hasn't 
been very much to see, except for a blank spread of white, 
ecru, or green, or an occasional pastel. 

The most anyone used to expect of a window shade was good 
smooth rolling and durability. Now, as a glance at the opposite 
page will convince you, you can expect an extra dividend of 
pattern and color. Printed with flowers or plaids, these new 
shades can call the decorating tune of a room, inspire a color 
scheme, dress windows single-handed. (Consider that, if you 
have small windows that are overpowered by the full curtain 
and drapery routine, or if you want to dress up summer-time 
windows without blocking the breezes.) 

These shades, which are made by the Columbia Mills, come 
in five patterns in a variety of color. A fifth pattern, not shown, 
is a nursery design. The shade cloth itself is closely woven 
cambric, impregnated with pyroxylin, a plastic that gives these 
fragile-looking beauties scrubbability and resistance to rain spots, 
mildew, and cracking. These shades come on rollers and can 
be ordered to fit any window up to 48 inches in width. Cost for 


the average window, 6 feet x 36 inches, about 55. 
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What 
you should know 


about 


Window Shades 


® Window shades, roller shades, and 
roller blinds are all names for the 
same thing. 


@ Shades may be made of cloth, 
paper, or woyen plastic. 


® Most shades are made of cloth. 
The more closely woven the fabric. 
the better the shade. Loosely woven 
fabrics need filler starch to make 
them hang straight. 


© Chief types of cloth shade are: 
Watercolor—loosely woven, unwash- 
able; Holland—starch-filled, unwash- 
able; Machine-painted (“painted” 
means “colored”)—no filler, wash- 
able; Hand-painted (“painted” means 
“colored” )—no filler, washable; Py- 
roxylin—no filler, washable. 


@ Vinyl-coated cloth shades, compar- 
atively new, are non-flammable and 
washable. 


@ Measure carefully for shades. If 
shade is to hang next to window glass, 
measure the width across top of win- 
dow from inside jamb to inside jamb. 
Shade dealers call this “measure for 
inside casement installation.” 


© If shade is to hang outside the case- 
ment (that is, on the window frame), 
measure the width of the window at 
the top from inside jamb to inside 
jamb, and add 3 inches. Shade should 
overlap the casement by 114 inches 
on each side. 


@® To measure for the length of any 
shade, take the height of window open- 
ing and add 9 inches. This extra length 
makes shade start rolling more easily 
after it has been drawn to the sill, 
keeps shade from being ripped off. 


@ A spring motor makes a window 
shade work. The spring is in the 
roller. 


® If a shade flies up with a snap, the 
spring is too tight. Here’s the remedy:

Where's the radiator ? 


Old-fashioned radiators that used up valuable room space 


are going the way of pot-bellied stoves. Now radiant 


heating panels that double as handsome baseboards 


increase both usable room area and personal comfort 


ou are the world’s best heating system. Your 

own body does a remarkable job of keeping 
you comfortable under a wide variety of conditions. 
That’s because your body is constantly producing 
heat—not just enough for your normal functions, 
but some extra. 

The heat output or loss from your body is normal, 
but if it occurs too fast, you become too cool. This 
fact points to the principal purpose of a heating 
system which is to create conditions whereby your 
body will lose heat at no more than its normal rate. 

The best way to do this is to provide warm sur- 


faces in rooms. If all the surfaces are warm the 
body will not lose its radiant heat so rapidly as to 


cause discomfort. 

This can best be done by some form of radiant 
heating. It is because radiant heating is a “natural” 
way to heat in accordance with physiological func- 
tions, that it produces such a sense of well being. 
That’s why so many people are planning to have 
some type of radiant heating in new houses or in 
existing houses that are to be modernized. 

The advantages of radiant heating can be ob- 
tained by means of radiant baseboards, panels, 
radiators or convectors. 

Panel heating consists of coils or pipe laid in the 
floors or installed in the walls or ceilings. 


The radiant baseboard is the newest development 


in radiant heating. It consists of a hollow length of 
cast iron through which hot water or steam circu- 
lates. Approximately the same size and appearance 
as the conventional wood baseboard, it replaces it 


IGU! i 


on one or more walls of the room, preferably out- 
side walls or an outside wall and an inside wall. 

The radiant baseboard fits snugly against the wall 
when installed or it can be partially recessed, saving 
additional floor space. When recessed, it sets into 
the wall to the depth of the plaster and thus projects 
little more than an inch into the room itself, 

The radiant baseboard provides radiant heat at 
ankle height. It also provides wall panel heating. 
Tests of radiant baseboards at the University of 
Illinois have disclosed that the wall on which the 
baseboard is installed is warmed to a height of about 
60 inches and thus acts as a radiant panel. 

The tests also showed that from the 60-inch level 
to the floor, the inside of the walls along which the 
radiant baseboard was installed was warmer than 
the room air at the 30-inch or thermostat level. In 
other words, the baseboard provides warm walls and_ 
room air that is cooler than the exposed walls of 
the room. Thus it provides the warm surfaces which 
the body requires for a feeling of maximum comfort. 

Equally significant from the comfort standpoint 
is the warming of the floor by the radiant baseboard. 
This indicates that the radiant baseboard will do a 
good job in warming the cement floors of basement- 
less houses. 

The ideal in heating always is to provide low 
under-ceiling temperatures and to concentrate the 
heat in the occupied portion of the room. Getting 
the heat away from the ceiling and into the lower or 
living zone of the room not only provides the utmost 


in comfort but also saves fuel. (Continued on page 89)

QO" of the characteristics which must 
strike a foreigner as strange is our 
national passion for polls. Somebody is 
always asking questions about something. 
Virtually none of our thoughts or tastes, 
hopes or fears remains unexamined. All over 
the country doorbells and phone bells are 
rung in order to ascertain the answers to 
such diverse questions as for whom we are 
going to vote, what brand of cigarettes we 
smoke and why, what we think of the Mar- 
shall Plan, what is our sexual behavior, and 
what particular advertisements we read in 
the current issue of House BEAUTIFUL. 

One curious feature of this national nosy- 
Parkerism is the fact that nobody con- 
siders the interviewer an intruder.

If you want to learn how to make your home grounds 
blend naturally with their surroundings, 

a trip to your National Parks will show you 

how Uncle Sam does it. You’re free to carry home 


any landscaping ideas which strike your fancy 


n a National Park holiday you may 
see glaciers or canyons, caverns or 
geysers, petrified forests or deserts. 
Wherever you choose to go, in whichever 
of our 23 National Parks you ramble, ex- 
pect to be overwhelmed by the grandeur 
and glory and variety of the scenery, and 
you will not be disappointed. 
But perhaps you will be surprised to 
find that you can take home with you more 
than scenic memories and photographs. 


Uncle Sam has been working on _ these 


parks since 1872. The government has en- 
gaged engineers and landscape architects, 
foresters and craftsmen to make them con- 


venient to reach, to explore, and to stay 


in. And these experts have done their work 


with the least possible injury to the nat- 
ural beauty of the landscape. Herein lies 
a lesson for all of us. 

You, as part owner of these precious 
sanctuaries, have a right to help yourself 
to any ideas which may be of use to you. 
If you observe how successfully the utili- 
tarian features made by man harmonize 
with those vistas and wonders made by 
Nature, you can go home armed with some 
sound landscaping principles to apply to 
your own grounds, no matter how small or 
unpretentious they may be. 

You can gather hosts of practical ideas 
for as simple a thing as a marker by your 
front door or for as important a project 
as an artificial swimming pool which looks 
as if it had been born and not made, And 
the more you study the landscaping of the 
National Parks you will realize how many 
of their problems are similar to your own 
individual ones, even if on a grander, more 
complicated scale. Just as you do, they have 
to “plant out” unattractive or purely work- 
ing areas or find artful ways to lead the 
eye to a view. 

The twenty million people who visit our 
23 National Parks every year must have 
food and shelter, transportation and recrea- 
tion. In other words there are working and 
service areas, just as there are in our own 
large or small grounds. The National Parks 
Board, which directs all this, has had to 
decide—even as you and I—how to contrive 
these practicalities so that they actually en- 
hance the landscape rather than encumber 
it or despoil its natural grandeur. And 
the Board has the problem, shared by most 
of us, of trying to stretch its budget to 
meet the desired improvements.

It reveals that elusive trick of how to 


group plants together to produce aesthetic success 


he experienced gardener wouldn't 
dream of using one herbaceous plant 
all alone in a border. For experience 
soon proves that the beautiful flower 
on the end of the stem is not showy 
enough by itself. . 

So gardeners with know-how have 
learned to group similar plants in 
clumps—to increase their effectiveness 
in the scheme. The art lies in shaping 
the grouping and relating it to neigh- 
boring clumps. 

The revolutionary theories on drifts, 
presented here for the first time, are 
based on purely natural phenomena, 
like the drifting of snow. You will find 
them easy to understand and apply 
in your own garden. You can't afford 


to miss this new theory of planting. 














\ hat are drifts? Everybody talks about them, but no- 


body can ever quite pin down exactly what they are. 

An anecdote will explain this garden term better than 
an actual definition. A student and client of ours had tried 
vainly for some time to explain to her unimaginative gar- 
dener that she wanted things planted in drifts. He didn’t 
get even a glimmer of light. Then one day she remembered 
that he was deeply religious, so she went to him and said, 
“Eric, does God ever plant in rows?” He thought hard for 
a few moments and said, “Oh, no, God plants with the wind, 
never in rows.” “Well,” she replied, “I want you to plant 
that way—with the wind, never in rows.” 

In other words, a drift is the placement of a group of one 
kind of plants to give the effect of its being planted by 
nature. 

Unfortunately, the commonest practice is to group flowers 
by planting them in rows—usually parallel to the front of 
the bed. If the bed is straight, the lines are often straight, 
and if the bed is curved, the lines are often curved. In the 
formal garden, which is designed as a geometric pattern, 
this is frequently the most satisfactory arrangement. How- 
ever, in any informal garden where you don’t consciously 
wish to stress a definite and distinct geometric pattern, 
planting in lines is undesirable. In fact, more often than 
not it is a confession of failure. 

Probably, you are asking, “Well, if you don’t plant in 
lines, how do you plant—in squares, blobs, circles, or 
wha? % 

The answer is—you plant in drifts. 

This question of drifts is important in any garden plant- 
ing, but it is especially noticeable in grouping herbaceous 
plants (annuals, biennials, perennials, bulbs), because it 
is the shape of the group, and not the individual plant, 
which contributes the most to the design. Woody plant 
material can stand out independently. For example, you 
might use a tree, such as an oak or maple or cherry, free- 


standing in thé middle of your lawn, and it could be effec- 


tive in the design. But you would not think of putting a 


delphinium all by itself out in the middle of your lawn. 
Perhaps that is an extreme example. But it indicates what 
we mean when we say that perennials must be used in 
groups or drifts of interesting shape in order really to count 
for something in the design—even when in bloom. 

I am often told that the drifting of plants along Nature’s 
own lines is a revolutionary idea. But it is not really revo- 


lutionary. It is a simple and logical treatment evolved by

A gale will build the drift back to an even narrower angle,

Each of these snow drifts is the product of the forces 
which created it. We can see that Figure | represents slow 
movement in the direction of the arrow; Figure 2. faster 
movement; and Figure 3, rapid movement. While equi-

We don’t think anyone ever built 
a house with more warnings in their 
ears than we did. We heard tales 
about how much more Wright's 
buildings cost than he figured; how 
little he cared about his clients’ 
means or their wishes; and how we 
would find ourselves with a white 
elephant on our hands. One of the 
tale-tellers was an official of the 
Federal Housing Administration. 
Among other things, he said that 
Wright’s apprentices (who super- 
vise construction) were cracker- 
jacks, but didn’t know the value 
of a dollar. He was half right. 


HERE were other fantastic fal- 

sities. But we were aware that a 
man isn’t shot at unless he towers 
too high above the herd. We also 
were aware that none of the archi- 
tects we were acquainted with had 
ever claimed to have built a house 
within five hundred dollars of his 
estimate of the cost. 

But because we had faith in the 
principles and in their enunciator 
and practitioner, we set no cost 
limit on Mr. Wright. We told him 
what kind of house we wanted, 
and that our income was on the 
shady side of $3,000 a year. We 
knew that our trust would not be 
betrayed, and it wasn’t—despite 
the unusual hazards we were facing. 
We were building in boom times, 
in which the price of our door sash, 
for example, soared 30 per cent 
between the time we priced it and 
the day we finally bought it. We 
were up against a rush of building 
jobs in which contractors worked 
like circuit preachers—one day 
here and the next there. We had 
to buck the accepted way of doing 
things. And we roomed, boarded, 
and paid an apprentice from Mr. 
Wright’s Taliesin Fellowship in 
Wisconsin, in addition to paying 
the architect’s fee. 

All these things cost us at least 
two month’s delay while we tried 
to find a contractor, and more delay 
later. 

Because the bids were so extrav- 
agantly high, we finally gave up on 
a general contractor, and let one 
for the brick and concrete work, 


another for the plumbing and heat- 
ing, and hired a carpenter and his 
crew by the day. And that is risky 
business unless you know what you

long enough to permit completion 
of the structure, particularly in 
the part of the living area that was 
over eleven feet high. There were 
other baleful warnings that the 
walls would be cold on the inside; 
and that the concrete floors would 
be a dewy lake of condensation in 
the summer and a rink of frost in 
the winter. 


NE of the big thorns in the little 

minds of these critics (who mill- 
ed about, taking pictures and notes, 
and wanting to see the detail draw- 
ings) was the ribbon of clerestory 
windows. The only support for the 
roof where they ran was a strut 
the size of your wrist placed every 
four feet, the width of a window 
unit. These struts were notched 
and merely tacked in place. They 
rode atop the wall, able to move 
with it. And to the practitioners 
of the Cape Cod school of archi- 
tecture they were pure folly that 
God would strike down. 

In March, 1941, before our house 
was finished, we had the heaviest 
snowfall in nearly twenty years. I 
measured sixteen inches on the flat 
roof. And of course, as soon as the 
road back to our woods was open, 
there was another procession of 


architects to the scene of the antici- 
pated disaster and triumph. What 
they didn’t know was that we bad 
put up a test section of the wall 
because a building inspector had 
refused a permit. That wall had 
carried four times the maximum 
load that it could ever be called 
upon to carry. 

The other predictions were just 
as silly. The walls were never cold 
to the touch inside; there was never 
a drop of condensation, a crystal of 
frost, or any other moisture on our 
floors. In fact, although we were in 
the woods. we had less trouble with 
mould on books and shoes than did 
our friends in the town in conyen- 
tional houses with cellars. 


S FOR the cost, we built it on the 
A slim income of a newspaperman 
with one child and not a solitary 
extra asset. And we did it without 
incurring a debt that any financing 
agency would say was beyond our 
means. But, of course, they didn’t 
help us incur it. Only the fact that 
the newspaper for which I worked 
financed homes for its employes 
enabled us to build when we did. 

We got an extraordinary house 
for an ordinary price and still paid 
the inevitable price for being pio- 
neers in our area. And what’s more, 
our house came completely fur- 
nished: carpets, furniture, stove, 
and so forth, all for just about the 
cost of an ordinary one. 

When we sold it recently, two 
small classified ads in Washington 
papers brought a deluge of shop- 
pers. The house and yard were full 
for three days. The real estate 
agent said he had never been so 
besieged with prospects and tele- 
phone calls in his twenty-odd years 
of selling houses. 

There were nearly a dozen béna- 
fide offers. One of the bidders even 
made a long-distance telephone call 
to relatives in Chicago to try to 
get help in meeting the price. He 
was a quiet young doctor who had 
had no previous interest in archi- 
tecture. He was just answering an 
ad for a house. But after look- 
ing at it, he said: “It makes you

The desire for musical instruc- 
tion in schools is a lively desire 
and is to be found among both the 
richer and the poorer families, 
among large and small town resi- 
dents, among families with children 
(88 per cent in favor) and families 
without children (80 per cent in 
favor of it). 

Seventy-three per cent of those 
favoring a comprehensive public 
school music plan believe that les- 
sons should be given during school 
hours, and 85 per cent of them 
think that credits toward gradua- 
tion should be given to school 
music. Perhaps this is going to im- 
press some of our backward Boards 
of Education. I hope so! 


3. Musical instruments in the 
home. Sixty per cent of our homes 
have no musical instruments, unless 
you call the radio one. Of those 
owning a musical instrument, the 
piano is first (73.3 per cent). 
Nearly 30 per cent of our pianos 
are more than 30 years old. 


4. Listening to music and play- 
ing. There is a direct relationship 
between radio listening, record 
playing, and the active participa- 
tion of the family in making music. 
In other words, speaking statisti- 
cally, the more radios a family 
owns and the more hours they listen 
to the radio, the more records they 
own and the more likely they are to 
own and play a musical instrument. 
Among those who listen much 
(over 30 hours a week) to music 
on the radio, the ownership of 
musical instruments is nearly twice 
as high as the average. 


&- The kind of music that we 
like.

cold winter mornings. The air tem- 
perature is much lower than with 
other systems, which means it is 
never stuffy or uncomfortable. 
The principle of radiant heat is 
that a warm surface does not ab- 
sorb your body heat, hence you 
can have a lower air temperature. 
For example, we kept our thermo- 
stat at 63 degrees. Seventy is far 
too warm. And, with this system, 
the temperature is constant. 

The hot water pipes don’t break 
or spring leaks. They are wrought 
iron, which will last longer than 
you will, and they were tested for 
leaks under pressure before the 
concrete was poured over them. 

We believe that radiant heating 
is cheaper than other systems, al- 
though we had nothing to compare 
it with. With the large expanses of 
glass in our house, our oil bill was 
consistently less than that of one 
of our friends who had a conven: 
tional house about the size of ours. 
Considering the comparative areas 
of glass in the two houses, our oil 
bill should have been much larger. 
In addition, our living room was 
more than eleven feet high, 


However, with radiant heating 
and large glass areas, you need 


either full-length draperies or storm

Your familiar material may not 
be the same as mine, but wherever 
you live, you will find plenty of 
plants with which to make flower 
arrangements all season long. So 
put on your “green glasses” and 
learn how to make the most of the 
material in your own back yard. 

Much of our boredom with fa- 
miliar material comes from routine, 
unimaginative usage. The stereo- 
typed “mixed bouquet,” for exam- 
ple, with two of everything, like 
the animals going into the ark! 
Two pink tulips, two yellow tulips, 
two red snapdragons, two magenta 
stocks, two pussy willows, and the 
final outrage of two orange calen- 
dulas, protesting violently at their 
uncongenial companions. Mixed 
bouquets are attractive or not, 
depending upon who does the mix- 
ing. Individually, these flowers are 
lovely, however familiar, but it 
would be a skilled arranger indeed 
who could organize the above selec- 


tion into a good design. 


ee @ ] can suggest three easy 
ways of making familiar material 
interesting. One is to use a lot of 
one kind of flower, or of a single 
color, even if different types of 
flowers are used. Thus you gain by 
sheer quantity a certain lavish ef- 
fectiveness. The more common the 
flowers are, the more effective they 
will be when used in quantity. 

Field daisies, for example, are in- 
dividually rather weedy and _ inef- 
fectual. A few in a small vase would 
not look like much. You are im- 
pressed with them in the meadow 
when there are huge drifts of thou- 
sands of them. In the house you can 
duplicate that impression by ar- 
ranging them in thick low clumps, 
spilling in profusion out of a low 
bowl. Bunch them first in small ir- 
regular shaped bunches, tying each 
bunch with wire or Twist-Em. Then 
bunch the bunches, making the 
whole group irregular in shape, like 
a clump growing in the field. Cut 
the stems quite short. (There is no- 
thing beautiful about a daisy’s 
stem.)

Do Gadgets Save Fuel? 


What about all the gadgets 
for which extravagant fuel-saving 
claims are made? Many of them 
have been disappointing, But there 
is one I can fully recommend. This 
is a device that prevents the loss 
up the chimney of the heat that 
has been stored in your furnace or 
boiler while the burner is running 
—prevents the loss of that stored 
heat during the period when the 
burner is off. It is called the Se- 
quence Draft Control, and is manu- 
factured by Sampsel Time Controls, 
Inc., Spring Valley, Illinois. It costs 
about $45, installed, and any dealer 
should be able to furnish it. 


“Balancing Your System” 


If the 


your house is not fairly well bal- 


distribution of heat in 
anced you are probably wasting 


fuel. If you have one or more 
rooms that are “hard to heat” you 
have to overheat that portion of 
the house that is easy to heat in 
order to force enough heat to the 
portion that is hard to heat. For 
every degree over normal you 
waste about two per cent of your 
fuel. To correct this condition you 
will have to depend on a compe- 
tent heating contractor, but follow- 
ing are some of the things that can 


be done. 


One-Pipe Steam System 


Install balancing air valves on 
the radiators. The rate of venting 
is adjustable so the radiators in 
rooms that are easy to heat can be 
slowed down. 

Correct trapped piping—piping 


that slants the wrong way or does 
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not slant enough the right way. 
Bad cases are evidenced by bang- 
ing in the pipe. The result of trap- 
ped piping is that the steam cannot 
get through. : 

Install vent valves with large 
ports on ends of steam mains so 
that the steam can flow readily to 
the remote parts of the system. 


Two-Pipe Vapor Systems 


Install an orifice plate in the 
union in each radiator inlet valve 
with the orifice sized for the ca- 
pacity of the radiator on which it 
is installed, These plates spread 
the steam around evenly to all 
radiators. 

Correct trapped piping. Steam 
supply branches under floors are 
apt to be particularly troublesome 
in vapor systems because of the 
small pipe sizes. 


Hot Water Systems 


Install a balancing elbow on the 


return connection of each radia- 
tor. These balancing elbows have 
an adjustment so the flow to each 
radiator can be regulated, thus 
making it possible to slow up the 
fast heating radiators and speed 
up the slow heating radiators. 

If you have a gravity system a 
booster pump will improve circula- 
tion. (It also enables you to obtain 
a supply of domestic hot water 
from your heating boiler.) 

It is possible to have trapped 
piping in a hot water system at 
points where air cannot 


from the piping. These air pockets 


escape 


prevent flow of water. These points 
should be corrected either by re- 
grading the pipe or by providing a 
means of venting, such as an auto- 
matic air valve or hand-operated 
pet cock. 


Warm Air Systems “ 


Most warm air systems, whether 
gravity or forced air, have adjust- 
able dampers in the branches from 
the trunk distributing lines. If you 
are not getting even distribution of 
heat, try adjusting these dampers. 
cutting down on air flow to rooms 
easy to heat. and opening up the 
flow to rooms hard to heat. If you 
do not have dampers they can be 


installed. 
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Sometimes warm air syste 
were originally so poorly design 
that it is impossible to bala 
them with the dampers. In th 
cases there is a very simple a 
inexpensive device that often 

effect substantial improvement. T 
is a small booster fan that is 
stalled in the trunk duct supplyi 
the part of the house that is h 
to heat.

nd. Steppingstones and strips 
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or blocks of pavement with or with- 
out curbs are familiar to all of us. 
Not so familiar are those wooden 
walks which are laid down in 
sections and easily removable in 
winter, and which may be adapted 
to many places in our private 
grounds. Such a walk, whose floor 
boards are rather widely spaced, 
and raised slightly above the sur- 
face of the ground. permits water 
to pass under it and drain through, 

Is there a marshy spot near the 
spring of your summer cabin? Is 
there a hollow in your garden path 
which is sometimes under water? 
What about a section of board walk 
for the difficult place? The trample 
of thousands of feet would grind 
the silica surface surrounding Old 
Faithful in Yellowstone into chok- 
ing dust. Board walks in six-foot 
wide sections protect ground, shoes, 
clothes, and lungs. 


ERHAPS you are planning an 

outdoor fireplace, either near the 
house or a little distance from it. 
You can make up your mind about 
what you want by looking at the 
many styles in the National Parks 
in those places set aside for pic- 
nickers. There are primitive ones 
of native stone which are excellent. 
There are some of simulated stone 
which are atrocious. There are 
metal fire boxes with grills which 
are frankly products of mass pro- 
duction, but which are safe, con- 
venient, inexpensive, and_ easily 
moved. 

Another thing about an outside 
dining place. The traditional picnic 
table is of wood with wood benches, 
sometimes anchored by having the 
ends of the legs creosoted and stuck 
deep into the ground. Whether it 
is of roughly hewn native material 
or of commercial lumber, is a 
matter of taste. But if you are 
intending to build or buy such a 
table for your woods or terrace, 
note how the best designed ones 
have their tops constructed with 
open spaces between the boards 
through which rain can flow off 
and particles of food be brushed. 

The usual long, narrow picnic 
table is by no means obligatory. 
Round and octagonal ones have 
their advantages, particularly for 
those who want to use them for 
playing cards. One of the newest 
arrangements does away entirely 
with any central dining board. In- 
stead there is a stone buffet in the 
shade near the fireplace with seats 
arranged casually around by utiliz- 
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ing flat rock, felled logs, or exposed 
natural rock outcroppings. 

In the National Parks where the 
picnic tables and benches are given 
tremendous use, it has been found 
that it is most comfortable for 
the majority of people to have the 
table surface 28 to 30 inches above 
the ground, and the seat surface 16 
to 18 inches. 

If seats around the picnic table 
or outdoor fireplace lend them- 
selves to different materials and 
styles, so do those occasional seats 
and benches which are so pleasant 
to come upon when one is strolling 
through the woods near one’s camp 
or perhaps merely wandering 
through the domestic orchard. 

These should be strategically 
placed, just where you want to 
drop down for a moment after 
working in the garden or where 
you may sit quietly and look out 
over a land- or seascape. Such a 
seat should not suggest the bench 
in a city park, but should be simple 
and substantial, utilizing native 
material, either wood or stone. It 
is possible to overscale such seats. 
so that the half logs on heavy 
stone or wood supports look clumsy 
or uncomfortable. You can see 
many types in the National Parks. 
with or without back supports and 
some with overhead shelters against 
sun or rain, and when you build, 
you can avoid the mistake of having 
it either too massive or too fragile. 


N THE Parks the various types 

of signs and markers, which are 
in keeping with a rustic or natur- 
alistic setting are a study in them- 
selves, something to consider if 
you're dreaming up a marker for 
a vacation house. 

And in connection with vacation 
houses, take a look at the different 
types of incinerators used which 
are efiicient and yet actually deco- 
rative. See refuse pits and garbage 
receptacles which are sanitary and 
yet unobtrusive. They’re adaptable 
to summer camps and cabins. If 
your cabin is near the water, you 
can see what may be done with 
safe, attractive and simple piers 
and swimming docks. 

Even in this day of abundant 
plumbing there are still cottages 
where the water supply depends 
upon .a pump. The usual cast-iron 
machine has only its efficiency to 
recommend it, and its functionalism 
stands out glaringly in a sylvan 
setting. See how the Parks miti-

It takes 
three hours for them to get out.

To give further 
protection, I also spray the little 
seedlings with solutions of these 
dusts for two or three weeks after 
germination. 

From one-eighth to one-quarter- 
inch deep is enough to sow del- 
phinium seeds. Space them out 
thinly in rows eight inches apart 
and cover with clean sand. Then 
press the bed down with a board. 
Cover the soil with some clean, 
open-mesh fabric, such as burlap. 
Water through the burlap with your 
garden sprinkler. Never let the soil 
under the burlap become even mod- 
erately dry. Do not soak it until 
it gets soggy wet. either. 

In ten days lift a corner of the 
burlap to see if the seeds have 
sprouted. They will surely come up 
in 14 days. Remove the burlap at 
once. and cover the coldframe—not 
with glass, but with a shade frame. 
Lacking this, you can use burlap 
tacked onto 1 x 2-inch scantlings 
to fit over the ton of the coldframe.

so deep that there are no weeds. 

We intend to use 2,4-D around 
the corn this month and to treat the 
spinach row three weeks in advance 
of planting with a mixture of fer- 
tilizer and dry salts of 2,4-D, as 
they did at the Virginia Station last 
fall. Our soil and climate may make 
the difference between success and 
failure, but we are willing to take 
the chance. Other weed aids are 
Stoddard Solvent for carrots and 
Aero Cyanate for onions. (See June 
article on weed control.) 

The 2,4-D comes in handy for 
another of our annual battles, fight- 
ing the morning-glories and rag- 
weed that seem to know we can’t 
get at them with a hoe if they cling 
to the fence. Like Carthage of old, 
they must be destroyed and, with 
our new weapon, we hope to have 
fewer to contend with next year. 

You can see we believe in the 
short cut of chemical weeding. pro- 
vided it is done on a no-breeze day. 
Also, to be safe, one sprayer is 
kept for 2,4-D only, and left-over 
material is stored away from seeds 
and plants that might be affected 
by the fumes. 

There may still be a bit of hand- 
but alto- 
cether weeding is not a major 


weeding in the rows, 
activity this month. 

We have the advantage of living 
near the farm of the Experiment 
Station and can keep close tabs on 
the work going on there. It pays to 
attend the annual field day if you 
have problems and want to keep up 
on the latest in farm practice. The 
new things generally get to the 
big growers first and later seep out 
to the home gardener. This year 
there will be a great many weeding 
experiments all over the country 
and you can get advance informa- 
tion about the possibilities in your 
locality at one of these meetings.

Put blocks under the corners of the 
shade in the daytime to admit fresh 
air. Keep the soil damp at all times, 
but never drench it. If damping-off 
is evident, spray with one of the 


fungicides mentioned. 


Watch your seedlings daily. Grad- 
ually give them more air and sun- 


light. In three or four weeks take 
off the shade. 

About the middle of September, 
your seedlings should be ready to 
transplant into another coldframe 
or right into shaded open ground. 
They should be set nine inches 
apart in rows two feet apart in rich 
soil, boosted with a bit of any good 
fertilizer. If your soil tends to be 
acid, spread lime or wood ashes be- 
tween the rows of these sweet-soil 
lovers.

between tea parties. 

And this is where we draw our 

heartening conclusion. We think it’s a tribute to mod- 


ern common sense that no one today would harbor such

consideration any of us can afford to worry our heads 
about, because these days we are realists about the 
purpose of furnishings in our homes. They are there 
to help us in the way we actually live—not to make 
visitors think we live more grandly than we do.

Ve are an extraordinary gardener in- 
deed if you really enjoy weeding and 
spraying in August. You may argue that 
these are jobs that require doing, no matter 
how high the temperature and humidity. 
But this is not the case with waterlilies. They 
are plants that let you really relax during 
the dog days of midsummer, while they un- 
furl refreshing blooms every day, without 
any effort on your part. 

Naturally waterlilies have basic require- 
ments. There is no plant that doesn’t. But 
this is a matter of planting early in the 
spring, and of covering or storing the roots 
late in the fall after the heat of summer is 
spent. Small effort for the abundant re- 
turns in bloom—often as many as a hun- 
dred blooms on a plant in one season. 

If you need further selling on waterlilies, 


take time to visit a private garden or muni- 


cipal pool that features these spectacular 


flowers. Better yet, stop at the grounds of 
one of the waterlily specialists that bustle 
with visitors all spring and summer, so fas- 
cinating do people find these flowers and 
water-gardening in general. Be sure to arrive 
by mid-morning, when both day and night- 
blooming waterlilies are open together. 

You may be attracted first by the spec- 
tacular tropical Marmorata variety, with 
handsome mahogany and green mottled 
leaves and flowers of a cool lavender-blue 
that measure a foot across and have a de- 
lightful fragrance. (All tropicals are fra- 
grant.) Each flower lasts from five to seven 
days, opening about eight or nine o'clock 
every morning, and closing around five or 
six o'clock in the afternoon. Since a tropical 
plant will develop a new flower every three 
days, this means that the plant has at least 
three or four flowers in bloom simultaneously 
all summer long. A Marmorata—which is a 
very free-flowering variety—may have as 
many as seven flowers at once. 

The first day, the flower of a tropical water- 
lily is partly open. (Continued on page 200)

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ery little original thinking has been done about 

the designing of flowering borders since the days 
of England’s Gertrude Jekyll toward the end of the 
Nineteenth Century in England, when gardens used 
hundreds of acres, dozens of workers, and were de- 
signed primarily to be walked through, rather than 
lived in, or seen from the house. Other, more recent, 
influences have done little but make us height-con- 
scious, causing us to line up groups of low flowers in 


front and tall flowers at the back in nearly static rows. 
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With no more design principles than these to guide 
us, most flower borders today are a restless hodge- 


podge—owing to the thoughtless placing of plants 


without consideration of their size (height and 


spread), leaf colors and textures, shape of the group- 
ing, or colors of flowers. 

This is the fifth in House BEAUTIFUL’s important 
series by the Grants on “How to Succeed with a 
Flower Border.” It tells how to combine drifts (or 
sroupings) of plants to produce an effect of rhythmic 
beauty. Last month they told us how to arrive at the 
shapes of individual groupings of herbaceous plants. 
Now you'll learn how to combine these varying shapes 
so that they will give the effect of movement in the di- 
rection of the general flowing design of the border.

A distinguishing characteristic of good drifts is the 
feeling of blending, flowing movement which they 
give to the whole border design. Therefore, in combining 
them, the first step is to compose them so they move rhyth- 
mically in a given direction. 

The determining factor in the way your drifts are going 
to move is the curve of the front of the bed. The first thing 
to consider is the shape and character of that free-flowing 


curve. See how curves can imply movement. 


Iveryone is familiar with the shape of a teardrop (dia- 


gram 1), which has very evident direction of movement. 


a 


Now if you cut a teardrop in half lengthwise you will 


have a curve like this. 





And so we can say that such a curve moves like this, 


meaning that it suggests movement when we look at it.

A slender, swift-moving teardrop looks like the one below. 





Now let’s translate this to curves in your garden. Suppose 
you re planning a bed with a curved outline, and after care- 


ful consideration, you decide on a curve like this. 





We can say that the curve is moving in this direction, 
even though it is physically a fixed line on the ground. Thus, 
the simple rule is that drifts should always move from in- 
curve to outcurve. In other words, drifts follow the line of 
force shown in the curve. 

If you are making a curve in the corner of your property, 


you might evolve a double curve like this. 





In such a case you could arrange your drifts to show 


lines of movement as shown in diagram 8, below. 





You will find that this works out very well in grouping 


drifts.

ew owners of an old property can feel 


as discouraged as buyers of a brand 
new house with a blank lot. Often more 
so. They don’t know how to cope with 
the weedy flower beds, the rank lawn, the 
trees that have closed in about the house. 
The property of the Eminel Halsteads 
(now owned by Mr. and Mrs. Austin W. 
Earl) at Atherton, California presented ex- 
actly this problem. The first thing we did 
was to take stock of the assets: several hand- 
some but overgrown old oak trees, a well- 
built garage, a garden pool, and many shrubs. 
The trees were drastically but selectively 
pruned to allow light to flood the house and 
grounds. The driveway that circled the house 
was removed and replaced by a complete 
turn on the garage side, and a screen wall 
was put up to hide it from the garden area. 
A visual axis was selected to carry the eye 
away from the service area and through two 
groups of giant live oaks toward the pool 
at a far corner. The whole area was cleared 
of paths and shrubs, the best of which were 
planted elsewhere. 
The new owners were enthusiastic enter- 
tainers but lukewarm gardeners. This gave 
the key to the garden design—a huge terrace

In these high-priced days, there is less inflation in 
nursery stock than in any other classification of 


home improvements. A word to the wise .. . 





Ae home is never a completed one. As every conscientious 
ek homeowner knows, there’s always a list of things to be done 
by way of improvement, replacement, or embellishment. Now- 
adays these lists are long because we’re all pretty conscious of 
the fact that everything has gone up in price. We tend to post- 
pone improvements against the day when prices come down to 
our level. 

A few words with the plumber or the master mason may make 
that old bathroom look good enough for a couple of years more. 
But there’s still one department of home improvement where you 
can invest and feel that you're getting a bargain. 

Today, you can get the most out of your dollar if you spend 
it on the improvement of your grounds and garden. That’s be- 
cause the price spiral, on which everything seems to be joy-rid- 
ing, hasn’t had too much effect on the prices of nursery stock. 
This doesn’t mean that prices of trees, shrubs, and plants haven’t 


gone up. They have. But if you take (Continued on page 121)

the time to investigate, you'll dis- 
cover that, proportionally, they 
haven’t moved up nearly as fast as 
the other ingredients that make 
home better to live in and lovelier 
to look at. 

Not long ago, we were thinking 
about making some improvements. 
In estimates of outside v. inside 
work, we came across the interesting 
fact that a dollar buys more in 
growing things than it does in 
manufactured articles. A 
look at industry statistics was the 
clincher. We're putting our money 
into plants. 

Although nursery prices vary in 
different parts of the country, they 
have only risen an average of about 
40 per cent over 1940. Nursery 
prices in 1940 were pretty low, as 
a result of the slump in the Thirties. 
After the depression these prices 
didn’t climb back as fast as prices 
of manufactured articles did, and 
so in 1940 prices were at a fairly 


closer 


low base. Nurserymen will tell you 
that, for basis of comparison, 1942 
prices are a fairer gauge of price 
rises. If you take 1942 as a basis, 
nursery prices, compared to those 
of other materials, would show an 
even smaller price rise. But even on 
the 1940 basis, they haven’t gone 
up much. 








For example, flowering plants, 
like roses and perennials, are up 25 
per cent over 1940. Shrubs have 
risen about 45 per cent. Trees show 
the biggest percentage rise, prob- 
ably because the nursery labor fac- 
tor has gone up about 100 per cent 
and it takes considerable day labor 
to dig out big trees and ball them 
up for transportation. So you'll find 
that small trees have price tags 
today about 50 per cent greater than 
those for the same trees in 1940. 
Big trees—where labor of plant- 
ing represents a larger share of the 
cost—are often up 100 per cent. 

Nurserymen have good reasons 
for the slow rate of price rise. They 
say they ve kept prices down by 
mechanizing their operations, by 
applying new growing techniques 
that cut down plant losses, by uti- 
lizing new insecticides that prevent 
damage to their “crops.” But, they 
add, labor costs are sky high, ferti- 
lizers and other materials are now 
expensive, and shipping costs have 
gone up, accounting for the up- 
ward revision in nursery stock price 
tags. 

Now let’s compare the price rises 
on nursery stock with those on 
manufactured and processed items 
—the things you need in order to 
make improvements inside the 
house.

Building materials generally have 
jumped 100 per cent. Lumber has 
risen 200 per cent; cement about 30 
per cent. 

Plumbing and plumbing mate- 
rials have gone way up too. Boilers 
are tagged at 90 per cent more than 
prewar. So is radiation. Pipe costs 
40 per cent more than it used to, 
fixtures like tubs and basins, more 
than 50 per cent. 

Furniture has gone up over 50 
per cent, floor coverings range in 
price rise from 45 per cent for lino- 
leum to about 75 per cent for car- 
peting. And if you plan any deco- 
rating, you'll soon find out that 
paint’s up 100 per cent, just like 
textiles. 





On the basis of such figures, you 
can see that the cost of plant mate- 
rials compares very favorably. The 
landscape architects who have been 
talking for years about making the 
outside of your home live up to the 
inside, now have the laws of eco- 
nomics—and the figures—on their 
side of the argument. 

But there’s one thing to watch— 
labor costs. Labor for landscaping 
has gone up about 100 per cent, like 
all other Jabor. So if you decide to 
put your improvement funds into 
landscaping, try to get the labor 
factor down as low as you can. Plan 
to‘do as much as possible yourself. 
That won't

What hints can you give for better ironing? 


ell-washed and thoroughly rinsed 
W clothes iron more easily than 
those poorly done. 

Hanging, folding, orrolling 
clothes loosely and with care means 
fewer wrinkles to iron out. 

Experiment until you discover the 
“Sust right” degree of dampness. If 
clothes aren’t dampened enough, 
the wrinkles never come out. If they 
are too damp, it takes twice as long 
to do them and later they may crin- 
kle up because they were not com- 
pletely dry even after ironing.

more quickly and evenly than cold 


water penetrates clothes 
for ironing an hour or so later. A 
perforated bottle top on a pint bot- 
tle makes a good sprinkler. Count 
the shakes that give best results and 
follow the count thereafter. 

Don’t starve your iron! Good elec- 
trical connections are a must! Auto- 
matic heat controlled irons draw 
1,000 watts or about 8 amperes of 
electrical energy, and should be 
plugged into a wall outlet. No other 
appliance should be used on that 
circuit at the same time. Never plug 


an tron into a light socket. Wiring - 


for lights seldom is heavy enough 
for these high wattage irons. 

Remember too that some trons 
operate on both AC and DC current, 
some on AC only. Be sure the iron 
you select will operate on your 
house current before making a final 
selection. 

A good ironing board and a good 
iron are team-mates. Your board 
should be rigid, strong. If you can 
find one that is adjustable to height, 
it will accommodate not only your 
standing height (there is no such 
thing as “average height”) but will 
adjust for sit-down ironing. The 
standard board today is 31” high, 
which is too Jow for all but the 
shortest women.

Thus electronics completes 
the cycle of human senses: it pro- 
vides the microphones which sim- 
ulate the ear, loudspeakers which 
match the voice, phototubes which 
behave like eyes, and instruments 
which are equivalent to the sense 
of touch. The

It is seldom that an expert in any 
field writes of his special subject as 
simply and understandably as Dr. 
Allen does of roses, and it is equally 
seldom that one finds a book which 
covers a fieid so thoroughly without 
being either too technical for the 
novice or toe elementary for the ex- 
perienced. Dr. Allen writes for all 
growers of roses, and even for rose 
lovers who do not grow them. 

The book opens with a brief gen- 
eral history and then explains pres- 
ent day classification of hybrid tea, 
hybrid polyantha, polyantha, hybrid 
perpetual, shrub, old fashioned, 
standard, miniature, and climbing, 
or trailing. This explanation, with 
its list of named varieties in each 
class, will be especially helpful to 
the gardener selecting his first col- 
lection of roses. It is followed by an 
invaluable chapter under the head- 
ing of “Your First Planting,” which 
advises: “Too often beginners are 
so carried away by enthusiasm that 
they order a multitude of plants 
without figuring out where they are 
to go. Twelve bushes are planted 
where there is accommodation for 
only six, or 50 plants are set out by 
a man who has time to care for 25. 
Complaints that roses-won’t-grow- 
for-me are usually due to just such 
lack of foresight.”

most comforting in their contradic- 
tion of certain long-held beliefs 
about the necessity of elaborate and 
laborious preparation in order to 
grow roses. For example: “A soil 
that will grow good corn, cabbages, 
or even grass will, without special 
treatment, grow good roses. ... Ac- 
tually roses grow in any type of soil. 
It is only in sterile ground that we 
need to use elaborate methods. Fre- 
quently the soil is blamed for fail- 
ures which in reality are due to 
disease, insect injury, lack of mois- 
ture, the cutting of too many blooms, 
winter injury, or just plain neglect. 
... The one way to improve all un- 
satisfactory soils is to add organic 
matter.” He cautions against at- 
tempts to correct acidity or alkalin-

A number of such deyelop- 
ments are described in this book in 
a manner which is not only under- 
standable but which makes the 
reader eager to avail himself of the 
benefits which they offer. 

Spraying to eliminate weeds in 
lawns is one of them, complete ex- 
termination of poison ivy plants by 
spraying is another, and the treat- 
ing of cuttings by hormone prepara- 
tions to induce quick rooting is a 
third. Chemicals for some of these 
uses have been on the market for a 
number of years, others which the 
book mentions are less well known 
or are still only in the experimental 
stage. Some would be of use only to 
commercial growers, but others have 
potential value for small gardens.

some of the new hand-hooked rugs 
bring a price comparable to fine 
Orientals and are worth it. 

If you are only hazily conversant 
with handmade rugs, you can on this 
autumn trip start to learn some- 
thing about them. Begin with the 
hooked rug and begin with recogniz- 
ing a good specimen. 

Hooked rugs may be of old or new 
yarn or scraps of felt bought by the 
pound from a felt mill. The material 
is cut in narrow strips and, with a 
small hand implement, hooked in 
and out of a background made of 
burlap or canvas stretched tightly 
over a frame. 

They range in size from inches to 
yards and can be any shape, square, 
oval, 


oblong. crescent, or star- 


shaped. They may be runners, 
strips which may be sewed to- 
gether to make a wall-to-wall car- 
pet. 

Their beauty and value depend 
upon the appeal of the design, the 
subtlety or contrast of the colors, 
and the perfection of the workman- 
ship. You may find coarse hooked 
rugs for a dollar or so. You may see 
in a museum hooked rugs worth 
many thousands. Some are looped, 
some are sheared, some are so frail 
they should not be put on the floor 
but used as wall decoration. 


f you go rug-hunting this fall, it 
| might pay to begin by visiting 
any of the nearest museums which 
display specimen rugs. You will see 
that some of them have a naive 
primitive design—a house, a dog, a 
church. Some have abstract or geo- 
metrical designs, still others suggest 
the intricacies and softly blending 
tints of Aubusson carpets. 

In a short while you will begin to 
recognize the differing and varying 
excellencies. You will learn to look 
at the back as well as the front to 
make sure it is good basic material. 
You will examine the hooking to see 
if it is finely done. A very old rug 
may be rotten, but one that is dirty 
may still be stout, and the cleaning, 
which should be done in any case. 
will reveal the tone which is im- 
parted only by use and age and is so 
prizéd by connoisseurs. 

The braided and crocheted rugs 
also have their market, as do the 
patchwork ones. The two former 
may be of wool or cotton or even 
silk, old or new, and they are usu- 
ally round or oval and the best of 
them are exceedingly handsome. 
The patchwork ones resemble patch- 
work quilts. Any chosen material is 
back-

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ago. They seem contemporary. If 
they were good in the first place they 
still seem good; and if they were 
bad in the first place (as some of 
them of course were, such as the 
dreadful Horses, Horses, one of the 
big song hits of 1926), their badness 
seems just as irritating today. The 
point is that these popular songs 
have been less affected by age than 
many worthier products in other 
arts. The secret of this lies in the 
nature of music itself, its indepen- 
dence of time and customs. 


As a matter of fact, there is tak- 
ing place today a general revival 
of old songs. I suspect that this re- 
vival is due to the fact that the old 
songs are better than the new songs. 
At any rate, the fact that a new 
generation now sings Dinah (1925), 
Thou Swell and My Heart Stood 
Still (1927), Why Was I Born? 
(1929), Of Thee I Sing and Louis- 
iana Hayride (1932) and Smoke 
Gets in Your Eyes and Carioca 
(1933) shows that old music can 
become new music without any 
trouble at all. 

The Decca Record Company has 
now done something with these old 
songs which seems to me an unusu- 
ally charming idea. They have gath-

design is a little like learning to 
drive a car. At first there are so 
many things to think of: so many 
gadgets to handle, so many things 
that must be done simultaneously. 
We make mistakes and our progress 
is jerky and uncertain. But an ex- 
perienced driver goes through all 
his complicated set of motions 
automatically, the main thing being 
to watch the road and to make up 
his mind where he wants to go. 
(There is still plenty of opportunity 
to make mistakes! ) 


as design is more compli- ° 


cated than learning to drive, so 
it takes longer to attain smooth per- 
formance. But after some practice 
at the flower show the arranger has 
reached the point where she can 
trust herself to correct balance and 
to gauge proportion automatically 
and give herself up to the sheer en- 
joyment of the way ahead. 

So, as you survey the wealth of 
material available in your Septem- 
ber garden, think more of what you 
want to do with it than of “what 
the book says,” or of what you have 
seen done at the flower show. 

“One and one-half times the 
height of the container” is a good 
average “safe” rule of proportion, 
but you can disregard this rule if 
what you want, in a certain corner 
of your living room, with a low solid 
mound of color compounded of 
enormous zinnias. Or if on the other 
hand, you want to express a feeling 
of exuberance with a great over- 
flowing, fountainous bouquet, you 
don’t need to hold yourself down to 
such a moderate proportion. Watch 
the balance, that’s all. That’s still 
important. 

Unhampered by consideration of 
what the schedule calls for, use 
color as you like it. It might be 
brilliant, almost violent color, as 
one sees it in the tropics or in primi- 
tive art, with a lick of magenta bang 
up against orange in amongst the 
reds, like a sudden dissonance in 
modern music. Or it might be sweet 
and pretty pastels, or muted, subtly 
grayed colors suggesting the “sea- 
son of mist and mellow fruitful- 
ness.” 

Take your choice. There is every- 
thing to choose from in the Septem- 
ber garden. There are branches 
hung with fruit; vines with long 
graceful sweeping lines and delicate 
tendrils; round, robust forms; 
towering spikes. There are curved 
plumes of buddleia or celosia, and 
flowers of charming intricacy and 
such as mont- 


arresting pattern, 


bretias, acidantheras, tube-roses, 
galtonias, and onion flowers.

Long-blooming phlox can be the mainstay 
of your perennial flower borders if you 


will faithfully follow these simple rules 


By MILDRED MASON 


hlox in perfection is undis- 
p puted queen of your garden bor- 
ders. But too often we see a shabby 
queen with mildewed, browning 
foliage and imperfect bloom. 

Here are a few simple rules for 
crowing phlox. You will find the 
results well worth your while: 

1. Plant, if possible, in semi- 
shade or in an eastern exposure. 
Too brilliant, hot sun often fades 
bright pink phlox. 

2. Divide plants every three to 
five years. Fill holes-with topsoil 
mixed with a generous amount of 
leafmold and peat moss. 

3. Pinch back one or two stalks 
in each clump in spring to assure 
some bloom after the main phlox 
season. Removing dying flowers and 


pinching out green seed pods will 
also encourage your phlox to ex- 
tend its season of bloom. The tall 
varieties may need staking. Do this 
early, before wind or rain has 
beaten them out of shape. 


4. Water 


droughts. Once the roots become 


your phlox during 
bone dry, the plants may never 
recover during the season. Soak the 
soil rather than sprinkling the tops, 
which may cause the foliage to 
mildew. 

5. A summer mulch is important 
in hot climates.

Gentlemen: I would like to know more |

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out of the dressing, and put the 
bowl of salad and the pitcher of 
dressing before your place at the 
table. When you are ready to serve, 
pour the dressing over the greens 
and, gently but painstakingly, mix 
the greens, tossing them with a 
fork and spoon until each leaf 
and flower is coated with the dress- 
ing. Drop a blossom or two on the 
top of each plate that you serve. 

The same basic greens of the 
nasturtium salad are equally good 
tossed in early spring with dande- 
lion blossoms. They must be cut 
at the last moment lest they wilt. 
The tender inner leaves and many 
buds of dandelion give piquancy to 
this salad which may be prepared 
with either a chilled French or 
hot bacon dressing. 


Fried Squash Blossoms 


One of the best flower delica- 
cies is fried squash or pumpkin 
blossoms. Both are good, but squash 
has the more delicate flavor and 
is my first choice for frying. Since 
these blooms stay open only a few 
hours after sunrise they must be 
picked by 10 a.m. or so. For they 
need to be open so you can avoid 
picking the male blossoms or you'll 
cancel out your vegetable crop. 
Rolled in flour and pan-fried a 
few minutes in butter, they are 
spectacular, and faintly resemble 
the taste of eggplants, only less 
biting. Serve 4 to 6 to each person. 
I serve for a main dish something 
that can be got ready easily, some- 
thing that will be patient a mo- 
ment on a hot platter while the 
squash blossoms are being fried. 
Perhaps it is bologna frizzled in 
butter with eggs scrambled with 
herbs. or finnan haddie baked in 
milk and a huge potato pancake, 
browned and crisp. The squash 
fritters are served with 
this as a garnish. To be eaten? 
Certainly!

Wash several spinach leaves and 
keep them handy. Also have ready 
a flower from dill or parsley or 
fennel, anything that can be used 
in the flower-shaped fritter to look 
like a cluster of stamens. 

Allow one squash bloom for each 


guest. Cut off all the stem and 
float the flowers in shallow salted 
water. This will coax any un- 


welcome bugs to depart. Bend a 
wire into a one inch ring, twist 
a handle on it, and you will have 
a simple contraption that will hold 
the flower in shape while it is 
being fried. 

Beat an egg well, add 1 table- 
spoon of milk, a pinch of salt, and 


1 


4 teaspoon of lemon extract; 


strain this through a wire strainer. 








Put 1 cup of flour and 2 table- 
spoons of sugar into a flour sieve. 
Melt the fat for deep frying. It 
should not be hot enough to smoke 
—almost 370° F., if you are a 
thermometer addict. 

Remove flowers from the water 
and lay them on paper toweling to 
dry. Sift over one of them a coat- 
ing of the flour and sugar mixture, 
covering it inside and out. Spoon 
the egg mixture over the outside 
and then over the face and into 
the cup of the flower. This time, 
sprinkle lightly with the flour. Set 
the flower into the wire ring and 
lower it into the fat. When pale 
golden brown, lay the fried flower 
upside down on dry paper towel- 
ing, let it drain a moment, turn it 
right side up and shape it with 
your fingers. Sometimes a little 
pressure on the stem end will make 
the petals flare. Into the flower cup 
put the fennel flower. It should 
look like stamens. When all are 
fried, nestle them in clusters of 
spinach leaves. Make a. garland 
of fritters and leaves straight 
across your platter of breakfast 
hash, and serve. 


Gardenia Salad 


In any season, gardenia salad, 
of all things, is perfect for a pre- 
wedding luncheon. This salad must 
be “cured” in the ice-box for a 
good 24 hours before it is eaten. 

Make a custard in a double 
boiler using 14% 
1 tablespoon of sugar, 4 egg yolks 
and 1% teaspoon salt. Let this get 
quite cold. 

Cut sizable 
drain 1 can of pineapple, 1 can 
of pears. To these add 1 can of 
white cherries which have been 
pitted and stuffed with blanched 
almonds. Be sure that all of the 
fruit is white. 

With scissors snip 1 pound of 
marshmallows into quarters. Whip 


cup of milk, 


into chunks and

Add the quartered marshmallows 
and the chilled custard to 
cream.

Among your canapes spread rye 
bread with a mixture of cream 
cheese and horseradish; trim the 
top with an onion flowerette.

There are oval red, as well as 
yellow, tomatoes, which are the 
same size and shape as these wee 
eggs.

Pile 
the white pickled eggs and the 
marinated tomatoes together on a 
plate. Trim with the starred flowers 
of borage. These pretty blue blooms 
are good to eat. 

Borage is an annual, fit for any 
flower border. Its leaves are large 
and rough, unpleasant as a garnish 
or in salad, but full of fine robust 
flavor when cooked in soups or 
gravies. Cook the leaf whole so 
that it can be quickly fished out 
before serving. 

Back to boiled eggs. This time 
stuffed boiled eggs, if possible.

worms, and diseases have been in- 
yading our countryside so that we 
have nothing like the number of 
grapes that used to tempt us. Nowa- 
days you have to go hunting a bit 
to fill your basket. Incidentally, if 
this happens to be a good fox grape 
year, those tight bunches of tiny 
fruits make excellent jelly, but you 
must wait until frost has spiked the 
flavor. 


Aside from picking fruit, there’s 
not much work to be done in the 
home fruit orchard in September. 
Some of the growth regulating hor- 
mones have been tried on our trees 
and we have seen the results. Be- 
fore apples start “rolling off,” as our 
seasonal hand Mike puts it, a spray 
of one of the special fruit holding 
hormones. such as 
“Stafast,” or “Fruitone,” will keep 
them on the branch until they have 
time to put on the full bloom of 
maturity. Those final days are im- 
portant for the improvement of 
flavor and appearance. 

In California some growers have 
had success in keeping Valencia 
variety oranges on the trees by 
using a weak solution of 2,4-D. 
That same versatile hormone has 
been used to stop premature drop 
of Winesap and Stayman Winesap 
apples in Virginia experiments. 
There are sprays of a similar nature 
for pears. 

If your fruits drop early and you 
have the time and curiosity, as well 


“Fruithold,” 
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be made and kept for weeks in a 
tin box. 

To candy rose petals: Take the 
petals from a freshly cut rose and 
trim with scissors from each petal 
the hard, bitter portion at the 
pointed base. Froth the white of 
an egg. Dip each petal separately 
into the egg white and then into 
granulated sugar, coating it com- 
pletely. Let them dry for several 
days on wax paper, until each is 
crisp. This is best done in dry 
weather for humid air prolongs 
the drying time. 

Mint leaves should be washed 
and dried, then dipped into th 
egg and the sugar and dried 
Violets, the double sweet variety 
may be left whole and candied i 
the same way.

We have plenty 
of apples because the orchard cami 
with the place. Our favorites fo 
cooking are early Dutchess an 
later Baldwin. For eating raw w 
prefer the Macoun, a cross betwee) 
the popular McIntosh and New Jer 
sey Black. It ripens in Septembe 
a few days later than the Mace, i 
deep red, and has a sharpness ani 
crispness of flesh that makes it per 
fect for eating with popcorn arouné 
a blazing fire on a fall night. Th 
red Rome is one of our winter keep 
ers that we enjoy for flavor as wel 
as beauty. It comes on in Octobel 
when the fruit turns a dark, ri¢ 
red, most attractive with laurel an 
cones in a silver bowl for a winte 
centerpiece. These apples last untl 
March or later, when we feel tha 
most stored fruit loses its appeal. 
Two other varieties gaining 1 
popularity, according to the Ne 
York Experiment Station, are t 
Lodi and the Cortland. Lodi is

early apple resembling one of its 
parents, Yellow Transparent, but 
larger. Cortlands keep and cook 
well and are especially good in 
salad, we find. 

Our single peach tree was burned 
in a brush fire last spring and is 
making a final effort to provide the 
children with a dozen peaches. We 
are ordering a Belle of Georgia and 
an Elberta because these varieties 

ave done magnificently on a 
eighboring place. Another earlier 
variety around here is Carmen, Au- 
gust ripening. Belle of Georgia 
comes the last of August and El- 
berta in September, although we 
note that a Geneva, New York, 
catalog lists both these for late 
September. The Belle is white. Both 
are good raw and both freeze well, 
nd Elberta is considered the can- 
hing peach in many sections of the 
sountry. We have never been able 
lo understand why peaches are not 
sonsidered a high quality fruit and 
iave come to the conclusion that 
nost people pick them before they 
‘re fully ripe. The last few days on 
he bough make a tremendous dif- 
erence in sweetness as well as on 
ppearance. 

We also have sour cherry trees 
t the edge of the wood. Each spring 

e do a lot of walking around to 
se the trees “hung with snow,” as 


A. E. Housman described the blos- 
soming trees. However, the birds 
hold carnival in the trees before we 
get a chance to pick the fruit and 
we think it would be nice to have 
two bush cherries, Rocky Mountain 
and Korean, near the house where 
we can admire them for the pies 
they provide as well as for their 
ornamental qualities. These bushes

@Qne year when we were helping in- 
spect war gardens, we noticed how 
often amateurs neglected their plots 
in September. There the 
amount of work there was in June 
or July, but next: year’s success is 
somewhat dependent on what one 


isn’t 


does now. 

In our garden we have to do some 
weeding to prevent seeding, as well 
as for the sake of tidiness. We have 
to feed late crops, work on improv- 
ing the soil, and be ready for frosts. 

Since we use the same plot for 
vegetables each year, we make a 
note of the crops in different rows 
before we pull them up. This is for 
the purpose of following crop rota- 
tion, an important and easy method 
of avoiding disease. If the cabbages 
and their relations, including the 
radishes, turnips, and kohlrabi, 
grew to the east this year and to the 
west last, we must slate them for 
the middle rows in 1949, The mel- 
ons, cucumbers, and squash must 
be given a new spot, as well as the 
tomato-eggplant-pepper tribe. We 
have used this plan and have not 
lost many vegetables with diseases. 
Curiously enough, you can’t trust 
your memory in this respect, as you 
have probably discovered you can’t 
in the matter of seed planting, with- 
out marking rows. Keep a pencil in 
your kit and write down the garden 
plan. It takes very little time. 

Another method of rotation that 
is insurance against  soil-borne 
diseases, as well as a first class soil 
improvement institution, is to have 
two plots. While one is planted to 
vegetables, the other is covered with 
a green manure such as clover or 
alfalfa. The Wisconsin Extension 
Service recommends it wherever 
there is room. It is more important 
in sections where the soil is con- 
stantly robbed of the things plants 
live on by many succession crops 
each year. Unfortunately most of 
us just haven’t the space, so we have 
to content ourselves with building 
up the soil wherever winter is a rest 
period in the garden. 

The quickest way we know is to 
clean up harvested rows as we finish 
with them, rake fertilizer into the 
soil at the rate of 15 pounds to 
1,000 square feet and plant a cover 
crop of rye and vetch, watering to 
start germination. This should be 
done before the middle of the month. 
[t is necessary to start some seed 
between rows of late crops. The 
plants thrive on the left-over fer- 
tilizer as well as on their own ra- 
tion, and store nutrients up for next 
year. Otherwise, these valuable ele- 
ments are likely to be washed away

But all of the usual 
u ests will thrive in the warmer cli- 
nate gardens where new plants are 
yoming up, and the gardener needs 
io have a supply of rotenone and 
‘nicotine sulfate, or an all-purpose 
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‘sarden dust to give his vegetables 
,eeded protection. 
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Im Connecticut we always have to 
be ready for early frost in Septem- 
ber. We keep some sacks and to- 
bacco netting handy in the barn to 
cover the more tender plants, par- 
ticularly the tomatoes. A cover, well 
drawn down to the ground around 
the vines has taken them through 
more than one of these pre-frosts. 
Afterwards we are quite likely to 
have many warm days of Indian 
summer and it’s a shame to see 
limp, blackened vines loaded with 
soft fruit. 

By the way, you can hasten the 
ripening of this heavy, end-of-the- 
season crop. If the fruits are full- 
size but won’t turn red and the vines 
have luxuriant foliage, you can use 
Aero Defoliant. It takes the leaves 
off the plants and exposes the fruits 
to the sunshine. Now this is con- 
trary to all we have ever learned 
about plants. Tomatoes need abun- 
dant foliage to make mature, quality 
fruits, and we have frequently 
picked the earliest and reddest from 
the darkest inner sanctum of the 
vine. But weather and other con- 
ditions at the season’s end some- 
times make this dense foliage a 
liability. Too little air circulation 
and sunshine may encourage disease 
and delay ripening. Large-scale 
growers have used defoliants to 
save their late crops. They apply it 
while the plants are wet with dew 
or recent rain. In five to ten days, 
the leaves dry up and fall, leaving 
fruits unharmed. Any material of 
this sort should be used only as 
the manufacturer directs. 

We always pick a number of fully 
mature but green tomatoes, sans 
spots or blemishes, wrap each care- 
fully in newspaper and set them on 
a shelf in the cellar. Such tomatoes 
have provided salad at Thanksgiv- 
ing, and ene of our friends boasts 
of having them at Christmas dinner. 
That is an accomplishment here.

Have you ever realized how many hidden influences there 

are in your life that you don’t know about? Did you 

know, for instance, that the furniture you buy next year, 

or five years from now, is being shaped right now by 
custom-designed, custom-made furniture that you and most 
other people will never see? 

“How is this?” you say. 

The fact is there is a lot of custom cabinet-making going 
on in America today. But because it is all done in small 
shops hidden away in unfavorable locations without show 
windows, and made to the order of private individuals, you 
don't hear about it, or see it. Don’t misunderstand us. 
Custom-made furniture isn’t Bie Business, dollars-and-cents- 
wise. But it is a Big Influence, design-wise. 
The reasons for its influence are two-fold. 

ONE: The customers who order custom 
furniture are influential people, either 
socially or in financial and business 
circles. Such people have the money 
to attend to the smallest refine- 
ments of good living, and money is 
no novelty to them. They have had 
time and opportunity to learn how to 
live very well. Consequently, the require- 
ments they give their designers are mi- 
nute and highly rational. They 
order custom-made furniture 
because they can’t find what they 
want ready-made. This is a mental 
climate very conducive to critical and 
creative designing—and a challenge to any designer 
who is trying to be more than a copy-bookist. 

TWO: The designers who are creating most of the custom 
furniture today are also decorators who are striving to 
produce a total effect in a room and, therefore, see the 
furniture as one element in a larger whole. This 
puts limitations on them—good limitations. For they can 
never let their preoccupation with one piece run 
away with them, as factory designers may be prone to do. 
They don’t dare let themselves forget that furniture 
is judged by two standards: for itself and as a 
component in the over-all decorative scheme. So 
their designs never have the taint of trickiness which 


sometimes occurs when designers (Continued on page 207)

ith every turn of the style cycle in architecture 
and decorating America produces at least one 
fiery crusader for better taste. The articu- 
late spokesman for the decade of the Forties is 
T. H. Robsjohn-Gibbings, who is even more articulate 
as a writer than he is prolific as a designer. 

If Mr. Gibbings could be summed up in a nutshell 
(which he can’t), he would be labeled as a 
preacher trying to show the world the evils that will 
befall you if you travel the road of pre- 
tentiousness, snobbery, ostentation, and elaborate 
display. His humorous literary jibes at such 
folly are as telling as his own decorating in 
proving his case for simplicity. 

As a decorator and designer of custom furni- 
ture, Mr. Gibbings has a gilt-edge, blue-ribbon fol- 
lowing that can be best compared to the fol- 
lowing enjoyed by such fashion couturiers 
as John Frederics, Hattie Carnegie, and Adrian. 
Like the patronage enjoyed by Samuel Marx, Mr. 
Gibbings’ clients are less interested in the price than 
in the result. Consequently, he is blessed, as are 
most of the other designers we mention in this issue, 
with the perfect mental climate for creativeness. 

As he once said, “My clients don't feel the 

need to hide their social insecurity behind antiques 
and ostentatious display. They have arrived 

long ago.” This neatly sums up Mr. Gibbings’ 
philosophy. 

The fact that Mr. Gibbings’ designs and his deco- 
rating appear in pace-setting homes causes him to 
have a certain style influence. Besides that, 
he is the designer of a line of high-quality 
furniture which is manufactured by The Widdicomb 
Furniture Company of Grand Rapids and sold 
through ten or twelve of the best stores in 
America. Many of his commercial designs 
made their debut in his custom work, as is 
likewise the case with Edward Wormley. 

The gospel which Mr. Gibbings preaches and _prac- 
tices is simplicity—with a capital S. He 
maintains that simplicity is, after all, the ulti- 
mate development to which we all hope to 
come when we are truly developed human beings. 
He is emphatic in his contention that to really attain 
simplicity in our houses and in our lives we must 
first have developed an inner security; that 
elaborate rooms, elaborate houses, and elaborate 
clothes are the outward manifestations of people who 
are inwardly insecure. 

The rooms shown on these six pages are effective 
support to this theory. None of the usual furnishing 


cliches are used—not even the (Continued on page 157)

Will New Improvements Make My Set Obsolete?

1949 auto- 
mobiles are improved, but does that make your “48 model 
drive any less well? Nor will your television set grow 
less useful just because a later model is better.

Manufac- 
turers haven’t even perfected the black and white to a 
point where they're satisfied with it.

The average price for sets sold in 1948 was around

probably beat you to ownership. 


Will Cabinets Fit in with My Room Scheme? 
Don't be swept off your feet by the miracle of the 
electronic process. It’s more than a miniature movie. 


It’s such an entrancing gadeet that manufacturers could 


sell a million screens built into old orange crates. But it 
is also an important piece of furniture. Owning a tele- 
vision set involves more decorating problems than owning 
a radio. l’or most of the time it’s just going to sit silently 
in the room. So the question is what’s it going to do for 
your room and for your way of life? 

You wouldn’t bring a horse home until you had a stable. 
Do the same thing with a television receiver. Too many 
over-eager buyers have bought sets and then tried to fit 
them into a room plan.

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By Marion Gough 


the fst 


all nylon. 
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From floor to window top, this nylon-clad 
room makes housekeeping history, 


proving that now it’s thrifty to be elegant 


p to now practicality has made cowards of us all. 
When we longed for satin, we settled for sailcloth; 

we ogled brocade but we brought home monkscloth. But 
now comes a revolution in housekeeping. Today you can 
put damasks, velvets and pastel rugs into the busiest room 
in the house, and they will still last longer with less care 
than any practical-looking fabrics you’ve ever known. 
It’s all done with nylon, E. I. du Pont de Nemours’ won- 
drous, tough, and versatile fiber which can be woven 
into anything from spindrift gauze to a deep-pile rug. 
Fabric-wise, the room you see here is pure nylon. But 
don’t judge it by its delicate air alone. Beneath its elegant 


look you'll discover iron-bound serviceability. 


These gossamer curtains hang dry. 

They are gauze, sheer as a maharanee’s veil, but like all 
nylon they are washable. They dry quickly, for nylon’s 
smooth, glasslike fibers tend to shed water. You can wash 
them, put them back at the window, and let them hang 
dry. They need no starching or stretching, and, for that 
matter, no ironing, unless you're particularly fussy. Iron 


nylon as you would rayon. They won’t shrink or sag. 


Damask draperies shed dust. 


That’s because nylon fibers themselves are so slick that 
dust practically falls off them, refusing to be trapped as it 
is in fuzzier fibers. This doesn’t mean that nylon fabrics 
won't soil, but they stay clean longer and come clean 


quickly when washed or dry cleaned. See why nylon-made 


satins, taffetas, and brocades are rock-bottom practicali- 
ties? Nylon itself is flame-resistant, but some dyes or 
finishes may promote flammability. Nylon isn’t weakened 
by mildew, either, so it’s a natural for curtains, draperies 


and shower curtains. 


Slipcovers are tough but shapely. 

It is usually friction that wears out chair and sofa cov- 
ering, but the constant sitting down and getting up pro- 
cedure doesn’t faze nylon fabrics because nylon is tough 
and highly abrasion-resistant. That’s one reason why you 
see it on automobile, bus, and train upholstery. It also 
does away with the traditional sag, droop, and shrink 
problem in slipcovers, because nylon fabrics may be pre- 
set during their manufacture to hold their shape. Soil 


wipes off with a damp cloth or a “dry” soap lather. 


Cushion covers are washable velvet. 


So is the upholstered seat of the desk chair. Add to this 
virtue the fact that its soft-as-milkweed pile won’t crush 
or mat, because nylon fibers are extremely resilient. And 
like all nylon the velvet is tough and strong. You can 
wash any nylon fabric as long as its dyes are fast, so test 
for fastness before laundering. Ordinarily, whisking or 


damp-cloth treatment keeps velvet like new. 


Sculptured rug defies moths. 


Moths refuse to make a meal of nylon, so nylon yarn, 
spun to a wool-like texture, makes a care-free rug on 
the count of moth-proofness alone. In addition, the 
deep-pile, pale gray sculptured rug (see its extravagant 
carvings below) is about as delicate as a cement floor, 
unlikely to scuff or mat down. Spots are cleanable with 


a damp cloth. Isn’t that proof (Continued on page 294)

But 
principle of the patio is still

Ye one while you are in Mexico, 
yi can learn how to make a small

ht area might be a shallow strip 
terrace or an angle between two 
ills of your house, or a court- 
red open on its fourth side. But 
-ew suggestions for “furnishing” 
it space with plantings and ma- 
ary may be all you need to ac- 
‘ire an outside living room. 


| 


You will observe, first of all, 
that the patio is never crowded. It 
is not too thickly planted, and 
the shrubs there are clipped back. 
Trees and vines are usually espal- 
iered, so that the foliage does not 
completely hide the tracery of 
their trunks and stems against the 
wall. If there is no suitable place 
for a flower bed, a few potted 
plants, placed at effective points— 
at the turn of a path, in a niche in 
a wall, along the edge of a stair- 
Wway—give accent and color and 
can be easily changed and re- 
placed. Or you may see patios, 
green as a glade, in which all the 
planting springs from pots. If 
you're geared to be only a part- 
time gardener this idea is your 
dish, for the upkeep is slight and 
the effect luxurious. Glazed and 
colored tiles, incorporated around 
a wall, fountain, or in the mason- 
ry of built-in benches, ceramics, 
or brightly painted flower pots also 
contribute color. If youre shop- 
ping, keep an eye out for tiles to 
take home. If you dont imbed 
them in a terrace or wall, you may 
bring them to the dining table as 
hot dish holders. 

Where it is dificult or impos- 
sible to have grass—if your gar- 
den is in a shaded city back yard, 
this will interest you particularly. 
—violets, sedums, and English ivy 
are often used as ground covers. 
Cotyledons and echeverias may be 
clipped close to simulate grass. 

Such low-growing plants are not 
the only ground covers. Pebbles 
are much used in Mexican gardens. 
Black and white are perhaps the 
most popular, but they may be pur- 
chased in a variety of colors such 
as Belgian black, red, yellow, em- 





erald, and oak-leaf green, and

only for garden paths, where they 
are more comfortable to walk on if 
set in cement, but for a decorative 
outdoor ground cover. Here’s an 
idea to consider for a penthouse 
garden floor or a north-facing city 
back yard where nothing grows 
green but ailanthus trees.

Take care to observe how im- 
portantly the vegetation is related 
to the architecture of the house— 
and vice versa.

How to save part of 
your cearden when 


Jack Frost strikes 


ts very fortunate for New Eng- 

land gardeners that nature made 
October a snappy month. “Give to 
the boys October.” ran the old 
song, and certainly everyone is 
pricked to action by the keen air 
and brilliant maturity of autumn. 
This month and next we must 
hurry to gather in the crops, store 
them or convert them into savory 
relish, start planting fruit trees, 
and celebrate Hallowe’en with a 
glass of frosty cider. 

One of the problems of fall is 
to know what to do with all the 
produce brought into the house 
when Jack Frost strikes. If. you 
have ever sniffed the vapor issuing 
from large pots bubbling on top 
of the black, wood-burning range 
of a farm kitchen this time of year, 
you know one answer. My neigh- 
bor puts the final peppers, onions, 
tomatoes, corn, and beans into her 
end-of-the-garden relish and_ the 
result is a satisfying concoction.

If you would know music, listen to it. 


Here are 7 “greats” to hear this season 


By Richard Williams 


















t seems to me that you will enjoy music more if you wil 
plan your listening. Decide now that this season you ar 
going to hear a certain amount of music—much or little, i 
depends on you—and then decide what it is you want to hear 
Perhaps it doesn’t greatly matter whether your choices ar 
right or wrong. whether you have chosen the best and mos 
rewarding. Not the choices, but the choosing, is important. Hu 
man nature being what it is, it makes a difference if you say to 
yourself, “This is what I want to hear” or if you say to your 
self. “I might just as well hear this because I have nothing 
else to do tonight.” The difference is the difference between 
wanting and accepting. 

Music is the most approachable of the arts. You don't need 
to know anything about music to enjoy it. You don’t have to 
read any explanatory books in order to listen. You can love 
music without “understanding it”—that is, without under- 
standing its technical side. There is only one thing you must 
bring to music: You must want to listen to it. Understanding 
and appreciation will follow from listening. 

Indeed, once you are convinced that you want music in your 
life. you are already a long way toward enjoyment. And the 
result of a program of purposefully planned listening may well 
be that you will find a new interest added to your other inter- 
ests. but this one more lasting. most capable of growth, and 
easiest to pursue. 

How should you plan your listening? You have probably 
been told that it is the music that counts, not the performance. | 
One should choose music rather than the musician. certain 
ereat works rather than the men and women who play them. 
I hold a different view. To most of us music means little until 





it comes to life in an exciting performance. We respond to- 
music through the artist. It is the human element—the man and 
woman with the gift of thrilling interpretation—that we ap- 
plaud and to whom we shout “bravo.” : 

The ideal combination is. of course, great music performed. 
by a great artist. But I think that you might well make your. 
choices according to the artist. Have you read what other) 
people have said of an artist’s performance? Has this made | 
you curious? Do you know the artist from a record? Well then, 
go and listen for yourself. If this be not the simon-pure way 
toward musical experience, it js at least the expedient way. 

Here are seven suggestions which I would choose for the 
forthcoming season if I had to limit myself to seven. Nos. 1. 2, 
5, and 7 can be heard regularly every week on the radio; the 
others frequently. They can all be heard on records. But if it 
is possible to hear them play in the concert hall. go. No sub- 
stitute exists for being there at the performance.

1. The Boston Symphony under 
Koussevitzky. This is the noblest 
orchestra of them all. Their warm, 
rich tone comes of many years 
together under one leader. Try 
particularly to hear it this year, 
Koussevitzky retires at its end. 


2. The New York Philharmonic 
Symphony. Hear it when Bruno 
Walter conducts. It is our oldest 
orchestra, and, if not as virtuous 
as the Boston, superior in dramatic 
power and incisiveness. Mozart, 
Schubert are performed best. 


3. Jascha Heifetz. Musicians, not 
over-generous in praise and often 
argumentative, all agree that 
Heifetz has no equal among vio- 
linists. There is something so 
aristocratic about his playing it 
sets him apart from all others. 


41. Viadimir Horowitz. Here is a 
perfect example of the excitement 
a musical personality can create. 
Without ever being theatrical, 
the drama of his playing is tremen- 
dous, inescapable as a thunder- 
storm, felt by the least initiated. 


5. The Metropolitan Opera. The 
Metropolitan—like the little girl 

when it's good, it is very good, 
and when it's bad (as it often is) 
it’s horrid. Try to listen to 
Mozart's The Marriage of Figaro 
or Licia Albanese in La Traviata 


6. Lotte Lehmann. Once a great 
Opera singer, this artist now, con- 
fines herself to song recitals. It is 
an art that is almost extinct, lovely, 
soft, heart-felt, now humorous

Artichokes make stunning man- 
tel ornaments, and there is noth- 
ing more distinguished than a per- 
fect eggplant, which has rich color 
in addition to superb contour. A 
good collection of interesting 
stands, both modern and antique. 
will provide an appropriate one for 
the fruit in hand. 

I discovered a pair of small red 
lacquered stands, which were not 
flat but slightly concave, neatly ac- 
commodating the pointed ends of a 
pair of persimmons so that their 
beautiful blossom ends stood up- 
permost in a highly decorative man- 
ner. Redwood burls, teak, glass 
bricks, or plain blocks of natural or 
painted wood also make good bases 
for fruits or vegetables. 


If you have no appropriate stands, 
use a mat made of some particu- 
larly attractive leaves. Long, oval 
leaves of Magnolia tripetala, after 
they have been waxed and pressed 
between brown papers, can be ar- 
ranged in a long, flat, irregu- 
lar centerpiece. Their surface is 
like polished satinwood and their 
shape is elegant, so that fruits may 
be arranged directly upon them, 
without benefit of bowl or basket. 

Oak or maple leaves, treated in 
the same way, will stay flat and 
keep their color for a long time. 
They may be tucked in among the 
fruits, or made into an attractive 
mat by sewing them, overlapping 
them slightly, to a strip of paper 
or light cloth.

There are a few important rules 
that must be observed in storing 
any vegetables and fruits. One is 
that the produce should be in good 
condition to start with. We have 
learned a lot about this from Mike, 
our seasonal helper, at harvest. He 
is very deft at sorting apples, but 
he places the top quality beauties 
in a basket as tenderly as if they 
were babies. Any bruise or cut in- 
vites rot, and one bad fruit con- 
taminates others. 

Root crops, such as beets, car- 
rots, and turnips, may be stored 
for the winter in boxes of sand kept 
slightly moist to prevent shriveling 
and limping. Tender roots, espe- 
cially planted in July or August 
for this purpose, are the ones to 
store—not the woody old speci- 
mens that have been growing since 
early spring. Root crops can be 
left in the ground until late fall, 
then dug, tops removed to a quar- 
ter-inch stem, buried in sand, and 
stored in a cool cellar where the 
temperature ranges from 32° to 
40°. 


During the war we raised our 


own potatoes and managed to keep 


them in a root cellar with little 


\loss from sprouting until May. 


Those who still grow them should 
certainly try using one of the 


/trade-named materials such as 


Spud Keep, Barsprout, and Stop 
Sprout, that stop sprouting. These 
are on the market in dust form or 
as treated paper shreds which may 
be mixed with the spuds—or with 
other roots for that matter. 


Whenever vegetables are removed 
from the soil, refuse should be 
cleaned up, the ground loosened 
and fertilized, and a cover crop 
seeded. A Kentucky bulletin offers 
some sound suggestions in regard 
to this last minute planting. Kill- 
ing frost comes about October 15 
in the neighborhood of Lexington, 
so that any cover crop seeded this 
month will hardly be ready to be 
turned under before the end of 
April. Therefore, any section of 
the garden that the gardener in the 
latitude of Lexington wants to 
plant very early next spring should 
have been reserved for tomatoes, 
squash, and other tender vege- 
tables that were removed in time 
to sow a cover crop by September. 

From the Gulf Tier, John V. 
Watkins writes that it is high time 
to turn under the summer cover 
crop and get the winter seedlings 
started.

Since parts of the roots are lost 
in digging, the tops of fruit trees 
are pruned back to match. Ask 
your nurseryman how much cut- 
ting is needed. Here are some gen- 
eral rules gleaned from a Univer- 
sity of Minnesota bulletin on home 
fruit planting. Leaders of apples, 
pears, and plums are shortened 
slightly, as are any branches that 
threaten to outgrow the leader. Cut 
at the point where there’s a bud 
pointing outward. Prune away any 
branches too close to the ground 
and, of the rest, leave only those 
that are properly spaced. Leave 
only one branch at any one point 
on the trunk. 

Peaches—not for Minnesota— 
are pruned to a whip, or three or 
four side branches may be left 
symmetrically around the stem. A 
few well-arranged branches may 
also be left on sweet or sour cher- 
ries. Incidentally, New Jersey ad- 
vocates fall planting of this tree as 
well as of currant and gooseberry 


bushes. Other fruits may be safely _ 


set out in spring or fall in New 
Jersey, according to two new, valu- 
able circulars called “Planning for 
Fruit in the Home Garden” and 
“Bush Fruits in the Home Gar- 
den.” The writers emphasize the 
fact that it’s better to skip fruits 
entirely if you haven’t the proper 
space and soil and are unable to 
care for them. Selections of vari- 
eties are also very important. 
After planting, fruit trees may 
need bracing against the wind. 
This is done by driving three stakes 
to form a triangle around the tree. 
Stretching wires from these to the 
trunk, tent-fashion. The part of 
the wire that touches the bark 
should be run through an old piece 
of rubber hose to- protect the trunk 
from injury.

cook, you will never be a cook. If 
you reach for the can opener when 
or can’t 
distinguish between a store-bought 


you want to serve soup, 


and a homemade French dressing, 
you re not off to a very sound culi- 
nary start. You miss the oppor- 
tunity to develop your own good 
taste in food, that rewarding power 
of discrimination that marks not 
only the good cook but the gour- 
met. When you know good food 
you dine rather than eat. 

Good food is seldom achieved the 
easy way. It comes only after you 
have acquired the ability to pre- 
pare with your own hands—and 
head—the basic elements around 
which most meals are built. It pre- 
supposes an intimacy with flour 
and eggs and meat and vegetables 
that is only acquired when you 
work with them in the raw. It takes 
time and experience, brainwork 
and artistry, but it’s worth every 
bit of effort you put into it. 





Every beginner, it seems to us, 
should learn something about mak- 
ing soups—soups that are whole 
meals, and soups that are just first 
courses. If you can produce a fla- 
vorful soup, you’ve gone a long 
way toward making a well-seasoned 
sauce, a tasty casserole, a hearty, 
mouth-warming stew. In learning 
to make really good soup, the neo- 
phyte gains experience in how to 
season. You add to your knowledge 
of how and when to use familiar 
and unfamiliar herbs and spices. 
You learn valuable lessons in econ- 
omy (here’s the right spot to use 
those liquids from vegetables, the 
few left-over peas, carrots, the tur- 
key carcass or what have you). 
For it has been said that if you 
can make soup, you will never go 
hungry. And _ besides all that, 
there’s hardly an achievement in 
the culinary world more satisfy- 
ing than to take the tail of the 
Sunday roast and see it become a 
soup of rich flavor and body. 

Most people automatically learn 
about meat and vegetable cookery, 
but they neglect the wide and in- 
teresting field of fish cookery. We 
would strongly recommend that 
the beginner learn to be at home 
not only with the various methods 
of cooking fish, but with the wide 
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range of fresh or frozen fish 
available in most regions and 
seasons. When you are as fami 
with the fish world as with all 
varieties and cuts of meat, 
won't have to worry about mo 
onous menus. 

Next we’d suggest the maste 
the makings of a light raised 
a flaky biscuit, a shapely muffi 
smooth, well-seasoned cream sa 
a basic French dressing, and 
and-egg mayonnaise.

A versatile fiber, it is being 
woven in all types of light and 
heavy fabrics—marquisettes and 
sheers for curtaining, reps, pop- 
lins, whipcords, satins, taffetas, bro- 
cades, ad infinitum, for draperies, 
upholstery, slipcovers, bedspreads. 
Nylon rugs have been a long time 
coming, but now they’re here, in a

As proof of their toughness and 
easy maintenance, despite their 
usually too-good-to-use appearance, 
nylon furnishings like these have 
been installed in the Hotel du Pont 
in Wilmington, Delaware. When 
they can take the rugged wear-and- 
tear of hotel life, keeping mainte- 
nance labor and costs down, that’s 
evidence that they are scheduled 
to cope with the rigors of domestic 
living as no fabrics before them. 
This hotel, by the way, is the prop- 
erty of E. I. du Pont de Nemours, 
Inc., the sole makers of nylon yarn. 
The company does no weaving or 
manufacturing of nylon objects, 
simply sells its yarns to manufac- 
turers who make it up into the 
fabrics or finished products that 
appear in the shops. 

Many fabrics you see on the mar- 
ket are only part-nylon. There are 
blends of nylon with cotton, wool, 
or rayon fibers, the nylon being 
there to give added strength, light- 
er weight, or better appearance. 
Check the composition of any fab- 
rics you buy, for it will affect your 
care and cleaning procedure. Treat 
such fabrics as you would a fabric 


made entirely of the blending fiber.

at the nodes, expand into an irregu- 
lar outline; climb and cling to ad- 
jacent supports; merge and mingle 
with surrounding vegetation and 
identify themselves with it despite 
its character. 

In areas where it is hardy, use 
ivy in preference to pachysandra 
for small shaded areas, such as 
banks, rocky roughs, shaded cor- 
ners, and among evergreens. Ivy 





has sufficient accent to hold its own 
in any company even when present 
in small quantity, whereas pachy- 
sandra is effective only in a large 
mass. 


he nearest approach to ivy in 

both habit and appearance is 
made by Ewonymus radicans and its 
variety coloratus, a bronze winter- 
creeper. Both plants bear dark 
evergreen leaves, which in the va- 
riety coloratus turn red and bronze 
in the fall. Both plants spread or 
climb by means of stems which 
root at the nodes just like ivy. 
Euonymus differs from ivy in that 
the plants are perfectly hardy, are 
rather less refined in appearance, 
and are much more rampant and 
less formal in growth since the mat 
formed by tangling stems is topped 
by vertical branchlets. Euonymus 
and its varieties also thrive in sun 
or shade, whereas ivy prefers some 
shade. 

Euonymus plants look best in in- 
formal settings where they have 
plenty of room to grow without 
encroaching on other plants. They 
may also be used to cover steep 
banks where their roots will pre- 


vent erosion. In small confined 


areas, where ivy is not hardy, a 
good substitute is found in Euony- 
mus radicans minima, a tiny-leaved, 
slender-growing variety which may 


be kept within bounds or main- 


tained as a mat by occasional 
clipping. 
Myrtle or periwinkle (Vinca 


minor) has slender creeping stems 
which also root readily at the nodes 
and form a dense evergreen mat 
of glossy leaves. Like euonymus the 
plant will thrive in some sun and 
also in shade, but it is not as hardy 
as the former. It will not survive 
the winter in some northern states, 
though it is perfectly hardy around

Where periwinkle is not hardy, 
or where an evergreen is not re- 
quired, use Hall’s honeysuckle or 
Lonicera halliana as a substitute. 
Its gray-green foliage merges more 
easily into a deciduous or herba- 
ceous environment than the glossy, 
dark green foliage of periwinkle. 
The plant has twining stems which 
will climb and take possession of 
adjacent bushes or other supports. 
Where no support is present, the 
stems will inter-twine, forming a 
billowy, irregular, rather unkempt 
surface. Lonicera is therefore a 
ground cover for large, rough, or 
uneven areas free of valuable plants 
which it would quickly smother if 
left untended. 


ugle, Ajuga reptans, and creep- 
} ing buttercup, Ranunculus rep- 
ens, are two herbaceous ground cov- 
ers useful in grass areas, since they 
may be mowed without injury. This 
enables the continuity of the lawn 
to be maintained through shaded 
areas without interruption. In moist 
areas use buttercup rather than 
bugle. Bugle prefers dry conditions 
and then is less likely to be de- 
stroyed by a sudden attack of crown 
rot during humid periods. In fact, 
bugle survives drought so gallantly 
that you can use it right against 
the base of a building.

You 
start with the big machine and do 
the center of the floor; then you 
attack the borders with the little 
machine. In both cases, you lead 
off with course or medium sand- 
paper (depending on the thickness 
and toughness of the old finish), 
and sand across the boards.

There may be some badly dis- 
colored spots that have defied the 
sanders.

cracks between my floor boards? 

And, 
glory be, It fills the 
cracks. It stays in place. It resists 
the lateral and vertical movement 


it worked! 


of the boards, The surface is tough 
enough to repel dust. And the light 
gray color actually seems to en- 
hance the appearance of the pine. 

Thus, finally, we come to the last 
step in the refinishing process: the 
actual application of new finish. 

I must confess that I have found 
this the most discouraging phase of 
the work simply because I have 
some doubts about many of the 
available finishes. Paint doesn't 
quite suit my particular purpose, 
though it does cover old floors and 
defects with a minimum of effort. 

Shellac is better for me, 
scratches badly and if water gets 
on it, the finish disappears.

You save yourself a lot of mental 
anguish in all-adult households as 
well when you know that inadver- 
tent fingerprints and stains, along 
with grime, can be easily wiped or 
washed off wallpapered walls. 

Wallpaper preservatives fall into 
three major goups. 


1. Wallpaper lacquers. These are 
transparent, colorless lacquer solu- 
tions especially developed for sur- 
facing wallpaper. You paint them 
on with a soft brush. One coat of 
most of them dries to a virtually 
flat finish. They develop a slight 
gloss when two or more coats are 
applied. Most preservative manu- 
facturers advocate two coats of 
lacquer for complete protection, 
and even three in bathrooms and 
kitchens where wallpaper needs 
extra protection against steam loos- 
ening the wallpaper edges at seams. 
Lacquer-type preservatives offer the 
most complete protection for bath- 
rooms and kitchens because they 
dry to a hard, almost impenetrable 
finish. 


2. Wax emulsions. These are 
wax-base emulsions which resemble 
liquid wax in consistency. You ap- 
ply them to the wallpaper with a 
rag. These wax emulsions are eas- 
ier and faster to apply but their 
protective life is not as long as the 
lacquer types. Generally speaking, 
the wax-emulsion preservatives need 
renewing every six to eight months 
for good results. For thorough pro- 
tection, as with the lacquers, two 
coats of wax emulsions are recom- 
mended. Buffing the wax to a hard, 
satiny finish after the wax has dried 
adds to its protective value. 


3. Semi-solid wax. This type of 


wallpaper preservative resembles 
paste waxes used for floors and 
furniture, except that they are 


softer in consistency than the lat- 
ter. They are applied to the paper 
with a rag in the same manner as 
wax emulsions and offer the same 
degree of protection. However, be- 
cause they contain a higher wax 
content, they offer somewhat more 
than 


lasting protection the wax 
emulsions. But because they are 


heavier than the emulsions in con- 
sistency, they take a little longer 
to apply. These waxes need buffing 
to bring them up to a hard finish.

paper should be feather-light. Wash 
beyond the soiled area you want 
to remove. Rinse the area _thor- 
oughly with a little clear, cold 
water. Soap is difficult to remove 
after it dries on the paper. Clean- 
ing wallpaper with dough-type 
cleaners is not difficult but doing 
a good job does require time and 
patience. But it’s worth it when you 
see the colors shine through. 

If there are grease spots on the 
wallpaper, often they can be re- 
moved with one of the wallpaper 
grease-spot removers available in 
stores. On old spots, two or three 
applications of the remover may 
be necessary to obliterate the stain. 


And 


spots do not respond fully to treat- 


sometimes long-neglected 
ment. The secret of successfully re- 
moving any stain or spot, whether 
on wallpaper, furniture, rugs, or 
clothing, is to treat it quickly. The 
longer it remains, the more stub- 
born it becomes and the harder to 
remove. Stains made by hot grease 
on non-washable wallpaper are 
virtually impossible to remove for 


the hot grease penetrates the paper. 


\ may find, too, that crayon 


marks on non-washable paper 
may not be completely removable. 
However, usually they can be 
lightened so they are almost in- 
visible by treating them several 
times with a clean soft cloth damp- 
ened with carbon tetrachloride. 
(Carbon tetrachloride causes cer- 
tain color pigments to “bleed,” so 
it is wise to test the treatment on 
an inconspicuous spot first.) 

If the treatment leaves a ring, 
apply a poultice of dry-cleaning 
powder, such as Fuller’s earth or 
rug-cleaning powder mixed to a 
paste with carbon-tetrachloride or 
benzine. Allow to dry thoroughly 
and brush it off. This same poul- 
tice treatment is often effective on 
washable papers in removing ugly 
brown stains resulting from water 
seepage around window casings 
and under eaves. One or two poul- 
tice applications usually do the 
trick. Let the poultice dry over- 
night. Scrape loose powder off, and 
remove any remaining powder with 


a cloth or sponge dampened lightly 


in cold water. The success you 
have in removing any spot from 


wallpaper depends pretty much on 


the extent to which it has pene- 
trated the paper.

In all of these plans, note how 
in every case there is a very care- 
fully worked out close sequence or 
relationship of foliage and flower 
color. A background carefully built 
in this way insures a perfectly uni- 
fied picture which makes all the 





difference between hit-and-miss ef- 
fect and the simple yet dramatic 
effect possible when you plan the 
background. 

Plan No. 3 is an example of 
choice spring flowering shrubs 
which like a moderate amount of 
moisture and partial shade. They 
are planted where they will get 
these conditions—on the north side 
of a high fence—and are arranged 
with direct reference to the color 
which their foliage takes on in the 
fall. Deep in the corner the winter- 
flowering witch-hazel or hamamelis 
turns a clear light yellow. The aza- 
lea groupings on either side of it 
take on rich orange-bronze tones, 
while at one end of the grouping 
is the blood-red enkianthus, and 
at the other the crimson viburnum 
(snowball). In front of this shrub 
grouping should be arranged plants 
which like similar cultural condi- 
tions. In this case, one of the most 
effective types of plants to feature 
would be the lush, green-foliaged 
dwarf and intermediate (6 to 18 
inches high) Aster dumosus hybrids 
such as Victor, Marjorie, Blue Bou- 
quet.

Now to some, an open mind 
is as hard to come by as a million dollars. But once achieved, 
it is just as useful and much more rewarding, for it lets you 
accomplish many things that money can never buy. 
In these days of rising building costs and shrinking house- 
| size, it is more than ever important to get design character 
| into our new houses. For smallness so frequently is synonymous 
| with meanness. The smaller our houses get the more they all

| fewer variations are possible. But a small house needn’t be ordi-

ore and more people are being faced with the 

dilemma of how to build a new house that isn’t 
obsolete before they ever move in and yet that doesn’t 
affront the established architectural practices and cus- 
toms of the community. 

The house shown on the next eight pages is a nice 
example of how to look old while you are really new. 
It is the new winter home of Mr. and Mrs. Hollis S. 
Baker of Grand Rapids, Michigan, built in strictly 
conventional British Nassau in the Bahama Islands. 
It is architecturally “two-faced,” and therefore would 
be rejected by the intelligentsia in architecture. 

But the Bakers had the choice of being rejected by 


their new neighbors for violating the much-beloved

bahamian architectural customs, or of being rejected 
by the architectural purists. Being humanists, the 
Bakers chose not to offend their new chosen com- 
munity. How they compromised is well demonstrated 
here and their story may help those people faced with 
a similar dilemma here in the U. S. A. 

This is a house which faces the street in a pretty 
and conventional manner, and then changes character 
when you step inside. The facade on the entrance 
side is typically Nassau. This means pink stucco with 
white stone quoins at the corners and white stone 
keys over the windows. These formal architectural 
details, which are to be expected in a formal house 
in Mayfair, are strict tradition in Nassau—even being 
used in the little one-room native houses which are 
found “in the bush.” Typical also are the repeating 
hip roofs, the shutters, and especially the little square 
house at the entrance to the drive which. with the 
garage and connecting walls, forms a quadrangular 
forecourt. (See site plan on page 332.) 

But the facade on the other side facing the water 
shows a definite change in approach. (Story continued

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done if a plant is outgrowing its 
position? Isn’t pruning the reme- 
dy. or rather clipping? Certainly 
not. One of the things about using 
plants as design materials is that 
instead of trying to subordinate 
them to your will, you must learn 
their natural habit of growth and 
their ultimate size. There are al- 
ways shrubs to fit a given position 
and if you have a space that per- 
mits of only a four- or five-foot 
shrub, plant accordingly. Then you 
will have no difhiculty in retaining 
a plant’s natural grace and will not 
be obliged to sacrifice the perma- 
nent effect of beautiful foliage tex- 
ture. If you have a shrub too large 
for its position, don’t try and whack 
it down to size but replace it with 
something that will not exceed the 
space,

den, it is high time to give thought 
to winter protection. We are fortu- 
nate enough to have an old cellar 
with a dirt floor under the barn. It 
is not a proper root cellar because | 
in extended spells of sub-zero 
weather the temperature drops be- 
low 32 degrees. But it can be used 


for keeping apples, potatoes, celery, 





and cabbages for several weeks, 
especially if we throw some sacks 
over them on extra cold nights. 

One season we lifted- celery with 
plenty of earth clinging to the roots 
and simply transplanted it into the 
cellar floor. The leaves were dry 
and healthy and we took care to 
keep them so when we watered our 
underground patch occasionally. It 
was a mild winter and we had crisp 
stalks until March. 

Since then we have discovered 
the possibility of using sand from 
the children’s play pile for vege- 
tables, and this is more practical 
for people who have a cool cellar 
room—temperature range from 33 





to 45 degrees—with a cement floor. 
We put about five inches of sand 
in the bottom of a bushel basket 
set the leaf-dry celery 
plants close together in it, and keep 
the sand slightly moist, but rot wet.

Shrubs and Evergreens 


is to avoid it by planting shrubs 
and evergreens whose structures 
can “take it.” But it is possible 
to protect exotic. plants, to some 
degree at least. 

One practical method of pro- 
tecting this class of plants from 
snow injury is to keep the main 
stems securely tied to permanent 
stakes. Preferably, this should be 
a piece of one-inch pipe concealed 
within the plant and driven deep 
into the ground. This gives a solid 
support to which the main stems 
of pyramidal plants may be tied 
inconspicuously with heavy twine 
or strips of dark-colored cloth. 
The same type of support may be 
used for semi-upright plants, such 
as Pfitzer juniper and spreading 
yews. This protects plants against 
summer storms as well as winter 
snows. 

The practice of wrapping or 
boxing evergreens—while it may 
work well—should be avoided for 
aesthetic reasons. How much bet- 
ter to enjoy snow-resistant kinds 
of evergreens throughout the year 
than to tolerate several months of 
ugly wrappings! 

Once the snow begins to fly, the 
commonest type of winter assist- 
ance to small evergreens and 
shrubs consists of shaking the 
snow off before it gets heavy 
enough to do damage. Use an 
ordinary broom and sweep the 
snow away, not only from the tips 
of branches, but from the center 
of the plant too. Or tap the 
branches and trunk—very gently 
to avoid breaking twigs or loosen- 
ing the roots. 

Freezing depositing 
pounds of ice on every twig and 
branch, can disastrously damage 
shrubs and evergreens. 

Little or nothing can be done

to prevent ice formation, but there 
is a way of removing it. The only 
acceptable method is with a spray 
or stream of water. Chipping or 
breaking the ice does more harm 
than good. Salt and chemicals 
commonly used to melt ice on 
sidewalks are no answer, either; 
they will melt the ice but kill the 
plants. 

Look first for a source of warm 
water to spray on your ice-laden 
plants. Some basements and ga- 
rages have combination  spigots 
where the hose can be attached 
and the water tempered to a luke- 
warm temperature. Don’t use it 
hot! But even cold water is help-

It may hurt your feelings to remove old 
pecimens that have grown in your affection but have outgrown their 
ocations. However, you'll find much satisfaction if you do this, and 
hus restore balance and spaciousness to your garden. 


Don’t be discouraged if a plant gives poor performance the first sea- 
on. Some plants, like some people, take a long time to get adjusted. 
| One of these is Japanese anemone. Several plants, set out in my 
zarden the spring of 1947, offered feeble growth and a few buds that 
Tried up without flowering. This season the plants were twice as large 
und several bloomed well. They apparently like their location after all! 


[f you garden in the camellia belt, by all means introduce some of 
he early flowering Sasanquas. William Lanier Hunt reports that 
ore and more of them are being planted in his section of the Pied- 
ont to flower in October, November, and December. 

An early variety of Camellia japonica, Daikagura, also blooms for 
Mr. Hunt from late fall into the winter. Some seasons a few of its 
Jowers open as early as September. These early flowering camellias 
will help fill the one flower-sparse gap in the southerner’s season.

ou can go to Aspen, Colorado, 
ie ski in the winter or relax in 
the summer and have a rare old 
time 8,000 feet in the Colorado 
Rockies.

For Aspen is not only a resort, 
but an extraordinary experiment in 
Victorian restoration. Here you 
don’t just look at Victorian odd- 
ities, as you would at the hassocks 
and pier glasses you see in mu- 
seums and decorators’ shops.

The rooms were large 
and high ceilinged, the furniture 
wood dark and tortuously carved, 
the upholstery in rich materials 
and jewel colors. The wall-to-wall 
carpets and the rugs were figured; 
wallpapers were figured; the bro- 
cade over-curtains were figured. 
The favored colors were purples, 
mauve, lilac, lavender, pink, baby 
blue, brown, and dark green. Over 
the white or black marble mantel 
was draped a lambrequin, usually 
edged with ball fringe sweeping to 
the floor.

a failure by avoiding things that 
will not flourish under the condi- 
tions she has to offer, From the 
list of plants she knows are pos- 
sible she can select and ° reject 
with the designer’s discrimination. 

She will have a talent for fore- 
ing bulbs to give her a bit of 
spring in February and March, 
and she can arrange fascinating 
combinations of growing plants in 
low bowls and trays to enjoy for 
weeks during the bleakest season. 
If she is a wildflower enthusiast 
can pot up some of her favor- 
ites in the fall and keep them in

coldframe to be brought into 
the house later on. Bloodroot and 
foam flower (Tiarelia cordifolia) 
slipped into a shallow copper pan 
with a few forced crocuses or 
grape-hyacinths would give any- 
one a lift on a dull winter day. 


The arranger who knows only a 
little about plants and who wants 
to know more can check in a book 
on house plants or ask the advice 
of some seasoned house plant 
grower in her neighborhood or 
garden club. Then she can use her 
own judgment to select from the 
list the plants she really wants.

medium-size echeverias and a cras- 
sula or two for mass and height 
to set off the quite easily grown 
kalanchoes, possibly a crown-of- 
thorns, or a euphorbia and any 
small succulents. A visit to a grower 
who specializes in succulents will 
be rewarding, as the arranger can 
find a fascinating variety of forms 
and colors to make an effective 
collection for your indoor garden.

he Brothers Grimm, you will remember, never 

sent one of their fairy-tale princesses to the 
ball unless she was clothed in cloth of gold or 
brocade of silver. For such precious, shimmering, 
splendid fabric has always been the stuff of en- 
chantment—a symbol of the rich and fine and un- 
attainable. But now it turns out that all this fairy- 
tale glamour is not unattainable, after all. 

Bright new, untarnishable metallic yarns are 
putting glitter into almost every kind of fabric 
you've a mind to use, and you don’t need a subsidy 
from a fairy godmother to buy it. It is made by the 
Dobeckmun Co. and by the Reynolds Metals Co., Inc. 

You will find it—in gold, silver, copper, or 
tinsel color—glinting through weaves of cotton, 
rayon, wool, silk, linen, to make upholstery and 
drapery fabrics and table linen. You'll 
see it in window blinds and lampshades, or twinkling 
like gold dust through the lush pile of carpeting. 

The yarn shown here is Dobeckmun’s “Lurex.” It 
is a strand of aluminum foil, coated with a clear plas- 
tic (cellulose acetate) in gold, silver, and high- 
fashion colors.

There’s a practical side 


to this shimmering look of luxury 


If you’re wondering what pay-off these metal- 
lic fabrics demand in the way of upkeep and tender 
loving care, prepare to be pleasantly surprised. 

This gold and silver glitter will keep on 
glittering indefinitely. So you can dismiss all 
those thoughts about wrapping in black tissue 
paper, which was standard procedure to keep old- 
time lamé from darkening. The base of “Lurex” yarn 
is aluminum, which does not tarnish, as you have 
probably learned in your own kitchen, and the plastic 
coating on the yarn gives it further protection 
against darkening gases and grime. 

Rubber, which is usually the kiss of death if it 
comes in contact with lamé, doesn’t affect this new 
yarn a bit. In fact, “Lurex” is sometimes combined 
with rubber to make elasticized yarn. 

There’s no unpleasant metallic odor to “Lurex,” 
either, or any of the stiff weightiness that you 
associate with most metallic fabrics. The yarn 
itself is light and flexible so that it weaves 
easily with other yarns with which it is usually 
combined. Consequently you can get a soft, graceful 
drape with your glitter, and sewing is no problem. 

This delicate-looking metallic yarn will take 
just about as much wear and tear as the cotton 
or wool or rayon with which it is woven into 
a fabric. Its cellulose acetate coating is tough 
stuff, so metal fiber slipcovers and upholstery 
fabrics and rugs can stand up to all the abrasion 
usually expected of such things. But, like any fabrics, 
they do their best job when they are used in the 
proper places. Don’t expect a loose-weave drapery 
fabric to make a good slipcover. 

The procedure for laundering these metallics is 
lukewarm water, mild soap, and a gentle swishing 
through the suds. The metal yarn takes to washing 
like a dream (in swim suits it goes through salt water 
and the chlorine of swimming pools), but be sure that 


all the other fibers in the fabric are washable, too, 
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In ironing, the heat should be no hotter than 
you'd use for acetate rayon because the plastic coat- 
ing of the metal yarn is cellulose acetate, test- 
tube brother to acetate rayon and allergic to any 
temperature over 160° F, 

Any of these glitter fabrics can be safely 
dry-cleaned, providing, of course, the 


cleaning fluid used is harmless to acetate rayon.

rivacy used to be the prerogative of only the rich. It came 

high, for you had to surround yourself with empty acreage 
in order to screen out the prying eyes of the “nosy nellies.” But 
these days even the rich can’t afford much acreage. (Land costs are 
inflated as much as 150%.) So lot sizes are shrinking for people 
at all income levels. 

Yet privacy is still the keystone to good living. Without it you 
can't do any of the desirable, up-to-date things with your house— 
like having big windows, or outdoor living rooms, or entertain- 
ing terraces. You can’t “bring in the outdoors” through window 
walls if you also bring in street traffic or the back-lot trash pile 
of your neighbors. Yes, privacy is the cornerstone on which 
twentieth-century good living must be built. 

But only a handful of community builders and land-planners 
have recognized this fact. They still treat your lot as though its 
main function, after serving to hold up your foundation, were to 
endow the whole neighborhood with a park-like look. While the 


residential park is a fine ideal, it is a luxury the small home- 





owner can ill afford. For houses are also shrinking in size 
making it crucial for the owner to get every scrap of utility and 
good living out of both house and land. If his lot can be made 


private, for his exclusive use, he can get more use out of it.

1: used to be, when the Christmas turkey rode into 
the dining room on its gleaming platter, that you 
could literally hear the admiring silence. It was a 
wonderful moment, breathless with anticipation, preg- 
nant with applause for the mighty burnished bird. 

That was when poultry dominated the gastronomy 
of feast days. Turkey then was the sign of a real occa- 
sion. But nowadays, from early November until well 
into spring, turkey is almost as commonplace on pri- 
vate and public tables as pepper and salt.

And Christmas should be full of surprises, whether 
you find them under the tree wrapped in tinsel paper 
and ribbon, or on the dinner table, garnished with cress 
and holly and served with silver spoons. That is why 
this Christmas menu by-passes the traditional bird. 

The food itself is not spectacularly different. It is 
simply presented differently, played up with imagina- 
tion. And it should suggest to any routine-ridden cook 
possibilities for creating interesting, intriguing dishes 
all year round, once the habit is broken of presenting 
the same familiar food in the same old mold. 

The first course is a light, mild beginning—an

colorful and cooling, and just enough to pique the 
appetite without making anyone regret the second 
roll he took at breakfast. 

The big surprise is the little lamb roasts. They are 
thick loin lamb chops, boned and rolled into miniature 
roasts, with a piece of lamb kidney inserted where the 
bone was. The cut end of a garlic clove rubbed on 
each side gives them a wonderful flavor. They’re easy 
for guests and hostess to manage, and eliminate the 
onus of carving—a pleasant surprise for the host.

veryone loves a rose, and the All-America roses 

are the best of the lot. The 1949 winners are big— 
big plants and big flowers with an abundance of petals 
even in the hottest weather. They are a man’s flower, 
and they are sturdy plants. You don’t need to rate as 
a “oardener” to grow them to perfection. 

When you order an All-America rose you know ex- 
actly what you give. Your friend gets a rose that blooms 
freely the first year, June to frost, and for years 
to come, if given a little winter protection. 

You give a rose that is different. But you 
and your friend know exactly what color 
to expect in the new rose. Your friend 
can be sure there will be no unexpected 
color clashes in the garden due to hazy 
color descriptions. And there is no & 
chance that the newcomer merely dupli- 
cates an old rose in everything but name. 

You give a rose that laughs at diseases and 
insects. All-America roses are chosen because 
they thrive and bloom when given only the good care 
needed by any plant. Summer heat and drought no 
longer bring an end to roses for the year. Instead, the 
plants take a siesta and gather strength for a burst of 
autumn bloom that continues to open until frost nips 
it in pumpkin-ripening time. 

Until ten years ago, you guessed each year which of 


the hundred or more new roses were worth growing. 








Now you order the All-America varieties. Rose special- 
ists still offer a few varieties that for various reasons 
werent offered for testing by the All-America judges. 
But the number is small. And the roses often are top 
quality. Rose growers know that a new rose must be of 
exceptional quality to overcome the handicap of not 
having official All-America approval. 

Twenty-eight roses have won All-America rating. The 
two newest members of the band are Tallyho and 

Forty-niner, shown on the opposite page. 
Peace, 1946 All-America rose, already has be- 

come one of the all-time favorite roses.

Rubaiyat, "47; Nocturne, “48; and Dia- 
y mond Jubilee, “48, also would be espe- 
cially welcomed into any garden. 

Seasoned gardeners know that the se- 
cret for success with roses is careful 
planting. If you are introducing a friend to 
the fun of rose growing, include a little hint sheet 
when you write the Christmas note about the roses 
to expect at planting time. 

Really only five rules are needed: 1. Dig a big hole 
—12 inches deep, 15 inches wide. 2. Dump a potful of 
soil into the center of the hole. 3. Spread the roots over 
this cone of soil—no two roots touching. none curled. 
4. Bury the lumpy joint on the main stem barely two 


inches deep. 5. Never let the soil get dry.

In many sections of the country, 
pruning dormant fruits begins in 
December. If I don’t get started 
on our apple trees this month, the 
snow may keep me out of the or- 
chard altogether as it did last year. 
However, there are states where it 
is best to postpone pruning until 
January, February, or March. If 
you are in doubt, the county ex- 
tension service can advise you. Or 
you can depend pretty surely on 
the word of an old countryman. 
Good neighbors who have lived on 
the land for a long time can be the 
best of teachers. 

Pruning is a skill and must be 
done well. The beginner who has 
no advisor at hand should certainly 
study up on it before girding on 
his saw. A number of trees in our 
orchard look as if they just growed, 
like Topsy. Early

In general, if you prune apples. 
pears, and cherries during the first 
few years to get good foundation 
branches, you probably need to do 
only light cutting thereafter.
